LEONARD CARLSON ORGAN RECITAL 
SCHEDULED FOR THURSDAY EVENING 

Leonard A. Carlson, a senior music soloist student, will present his organ 
[recital on Thursday, May 7, at 8:15 p. m. in Seibsrt Chapel. 

Mr Carlson comes from Lewistown, Pa., whtse from the age of fifteen until 
I his high school graduation, ha began his organ career by playing at Lewis- 
town's Embassy. After being graduated, he entered the Navy and was registered 
as organist for his ship's company theater in Williamsburg, Va. Still in the 
service, he moved from Williamsburg to San Diego where he became organist 
I at a servicemen's YMCA. 

After leaving the service, Mr. Carl- * 
son workzd from 1947 to 1949 as a 
professional organist, acting as staff 
organist at a half dozen radio sta- 
tions, in addition to other activities. 
He has traveled during his summers 
as staff organist for George A. Hanv 
mond of New York City. He moved 
back to his home town theaters by 
playing at the Temple in 1952. 

In 1949 Mr. Carlson entered Susque- 
hanna as an organ soloist in the music 
lepartment and has made a name 
or himself in his field.

The Fugue is an ideal opportunity 
for the organ to demonstrate phras- 
ing and tone color. 

nata No. 2 opus 65 

Joseph Rheinberger 
"Grave" 
"Allegro" 
"Adagio Espicosivo" 
This composition is in a chorale style 
at the beginning. The work quickly 
moves into an allegro section which 
ontains cleverly contrived contra- 
puntal work. The Adagia movement is 
very lyrical and possesses a beau- 
tiful singing melody. 

1st ..-- Doty 

This number is very descriptive of 
its title. The dissonant chords shift 
about much like a mist and finally 
fade into nothingness. 

fla Peters 

Flor Peters is a contemporary Dutch 
composer. This work is quite melo- 
dious and possesses a peaceful mel- 
ody, very lyric as its title implies. 

arillon Roberts 

The bells, or carillon, of the organ 
are prominent throughout this com- 
position. The beauty of "Carillon" is 
enhanced by the composer's use of 
a canonical style in several sections, 
etch in f minor opus 58 No. 3 

Schumann 
The Schumann "Sketch in f minor" 
is the third of a series of four com- 
positions written for pianoforte with 
psdils. This number has been trans- 
cribnl for organ by John West.

Here's a new twist to college and college life. Have you ever heard of a 
university that was plagued with students who purposely failed courses in 
order to prolong their college life, failed them that is, as many as seven or 
eight times? And these same students when they passed a course, repeated 
it. Believe it or not, this problem is a very serious one at the University of 
Mexico. Of an enrollment of 28,000 students nearly 4,000 are "fossils"— average 
students with the bored look who hang around year after year without getting 
much nearer to a degree. Some of the fossils are harmless enough— students 
who have jobs and cannot take more than one or two courses a year. The rest, 
though, are purely a nuisance, and are so stubborn they refuse to budge. There 
are some medical students who have been around for as long as twelve years. 
They while away their days at the nearby cafes, cook up an occasional riot, 
and some times extort money from freshmen by threatening them with partic- 
ularly dire fraternity initiations. With the university already hopelessly over- 
crowded there is just no room for these fossils, especially when their numbers 
have reached the astronomical figure of 4,000. 

A few weeks ago. Rector Nabor Carrille Flores decided something had to be 
done and announced that he was beginning a campaign to make the fossil 
extinct at the University of Mexico. "Henceforth," he said, "any student who 
fails a course three times will be dropped from the course; any student who 
fails in his school ten times will be expelled; any student who passes a course 
four times will simply have to sign up for something else." 

We have no fossils, of course, at Susquehanna, but with May being the last 
month of school, the campus taking on a rich green hue, and the days becoming 
balmy, some of us will quite possibly develop some of these fossil-like tendencies. 
It's not unnatural, I suppose, not to want to work on a nice warm spring day, 
but let's not forget what we're here for. Some of us will even have to work 
harder. So let this a reminder to us all not to succumb to Mother Nature in 
her attempt to draw us from the books.

Johnson Wins for S. U. 
In 10-2 Lycoming Loss 



Lookin Em Over 



Befcrc a large Alumni crowd on 
Saturday afternoon, S. U. defeated a 
good Juniata nine by a score of three 
t: zero. 

Ned Ccndcn, ace of the S. U. pitch- 
ing staff, started on the hill and re- 
ceived credit fcr his second win by 
tossing a glittering shut out and hold- 
in-.; the hard-hitting Indians to five 
singles. 

S. U. was first tc score in the third 
inning when, after McCarty reached 
first via an error, Orris singled to 
right field and Young chased both 
men home with another single to the 
same field thus g'ving S. U. a lead 
they never lost. They picked up their 
third run in the fifth inning on three 
safe bunts and a fly ball. 

In the meantime Juniata cculd do 
nothing with the brilliant Condon, and 
in only one inning did they threaten 
seriously. The Indians loaded the bases 
in the sixth with cnly one out, but 
Condon quickly extracted himself from 
the situation by fanning two batters in 
typical Condon style. 

The game was well played and the 
enthusiastic Alumni Day crowd really 
gave the Crusaders the incentive that 
produced their finest game cf the sea- 
son. 

S. U. Battles Hard 
But Dickinson Wins 



S. U. dropped its third straight game 
when a determined Dickinson push- 
ed over two runs in the last two inn- 
ings to break a 1-1 tie and give them a 
3-1 victory. 

Ned Condon started on the mound 
fcr S. U. and pitched a great game 
allowing only three clean singles while 
fanning five. The luckless hurler 
pitched well enough to win any game, 
but a few miscues, sloppy base run- 
ning, and failure to hit with men on 
base ccst the Crusaders the game. 

S. U. opened the scoring in the first 
inning when Dick McCarty lined a 
solid bingle to center. When Dick- 
inson's second baseman let Orris's 
(•rounder go through, McCarty hot- 
footed it to third where he scored, 
moments later, on a perfect squeeze 
bunt by Young. The lead lasted only 
until Dickinson batted in the second 
inning when a combination cf walks 
and a single tied the game. In the 
next tew innings both Condon and 
Mcnkevitch, Dickinson's pitcher, set 
down the hitters and after' five inn- 
Itlgl the score was still 1-1. 

Then, in the sixth inning, the break 
came that eventually turned out to be 
the winning run. With runners on 
first and second and two out, Dick- 
inson's first baseman sent a routine 
fly ball to short left field. The wind 
(aught the ball, hewever, and just 
evaded the out-stretched outfielder's 
glove. The runner scored, and that 
was the stt;ry as S. U. couldn't bunch 
their hits effectively and failed to hit 
with runners on bate 

There was (lie new face in the 
Crusaders' line-up as Wayne Miller 
took ever the catching duties from 
Norm Liven;. ore. whose shoulder is 
recuperating from the injury suffered 
in the Wilkes game.

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On Thursday afternccn, the Cru- 
saders trave'ed to Brandon Park in 
Williamsport to engage the Lycoming 
Warriors. S. U. pounded cut a con- 
vincing ten-to-two victory, thus bal- 
ancing their season's log at three wins 
and three losses. 

Hal Johnson started en the mound 
fcr the Crusaders and picked up his 
second win of the season. Johnson lim- 
ited the Lyccs to ten scattered hits 
and fanned six batters. He was ii. hot- 
water frequently but left 19 batters 
stranded on the bases, and always 
seemed to get out of the hole by pitch- 
ing miraculously in the pinches. 

Lyccming was first tc score in the 
third inning when a walk, a sacrifice, 
and a single gave them a temporary 
lead. S. U. retaliated by scoring one in 
the fourth, cne in the fifth, and then 
exploding fcr their biggest inning of 
the year by tallying six runs. Church's 
triple, and Johnson's double, plus sin- 
gles by McCarthy and Orris, drove 
three Lycoming pitchers to early 
showers. Net only did Johnson pitch 
good ball but he drilled cut four 
straight hits, including a triple and a 
double, and drove in four S. U. runs. 
Bill Church also hit well, gathering 
hree hits, including a triple, and 
driving home three runs. 

The outstanding play of the S. U. 
infield and the potent bats of John- 
son and Church were just too much 
for Lycoming, and so the Crusaders 
returned home with a 10-2 win.

Harvey Daniel Hoover was born on 
June 17, 1880, in New Oxford, Pennsyl- 
vania. He has had a very extensive 
education. He attended Gettysburg 
College from 1894-96; graduated from 
Susquehanna University, receiving the 
following degrees between 1896-1902: 
A.B., 1899; A.M., 19CO; B.D., 1902. He 
received his doctorate from Wesleyan 
University, Bloomington, Illinois, 1907; 
S.T.D., Gettysburg, 1918; D.D., Witten- 
berg College, Springfield, Ohio, 1922; 
and Litt.D., Carthage College, Illinois. 

His first charge was at Friedens, 
Pennsylvania, 1902-04. He took a posi- 
tion in East Pittsburgh, where he spent 
the years from 1904-07 and then, from 
1907-09, he taught philosophy and so- 
ciology at Susquehanna University. 
Dr. Hoover left Susquehanna in 1909 
and became a professor at Carthage 
College until 1926, when he returned 
to Gettysburg to work as a professor 
of Pastoral Theology and Liturgies.

Dr. S. K. Stevens, Pennsylvania state 
historian, was guest speaker Friday 
night at the annual banquet of Sus- 
quehanna's Chapter of Pi Gamma Mil. 
Speaking before faculty and honor 
students in the social sciences, Dr. 
Stevens developed the thesis that his- 
tory encompasses all the social scienc- 
es. Referring to what he termed "The 
New History," Dr. Stevens said, "His- 
tory is no longer the history cf past 
politics but is the story of the lives of 
people. Henceforth," said the speaker, 
"the economists, the sociologists, and 
political scientists will turn to the his- 
torian for the facts."

Rober M. Blough, vice chairman of 
the Board cf Directors of United States 
Steel Corporation since May 6, 1952, 
was born in the farming community of 
Riverside, near Johnstown, Pennsyl- 
vania, on January 19, 1904. After at- 
tending a cne-rocm grade school at 
Riverside, he took preparatory and col- 
lege work at Susquehanna University, 
Selinsgrove, Pennsylvania, where he 
was graduated in 1925 with a bachelor 
of arts degree. While in college, he 
was active in sports and was chairman 
of the Student Council in his senior 
year. 

Before attending Yale Law School, 
where he received his bachelor of laws 
degree in 1931, Mr. Blough taught 
school for three years at Hawley, 
Pennsylvania, serving as supervising 
principal during his third year. While 
at Yale, he was an editor of the Yale 
Law Journal. After graduation, he be- 
came engaged in the general practice 
of law with White and Gase-in New 
York City. 

Mr. Blough's association with U. S. 
Steel commenced during the investiga- 
tion of the steel industry by the Tem- 
porary National Economic Committee 
in 1939 and 1940, during which time 
he acted as an associate counsel for 
the corporation. He went to Pittsburgh 
in February, 1942, when he was ap- 
pointed general solicitor in charge of 
all legal matters for the United States 
Steel Corporation of Delaware, and on 
January 1, 1951, he became executive 
vice president-law and secretary — and 
a director of the United States Steel 
Company, which was formed through 
the merger cf the Delaware Corpora- 
tion and three operating subsidiaries 
of the United States Steel Corporation. 
United States Steel Company was 
merged into the Corporation at the be- 
ginnirg cf 1953. when the parent com- 
pany became primarily an operating 
company. 

On August 26, 1952, Mr. Blcugh was 
elected a director cf United States 
Steel Corporation and a member of

Dr. S. K. Stevens, Pennsylvania st.it I 
historian, was guest speaker Friday 
night at the annual banquet of Sus- 
quehanna's Chapter of Pi Gamma Mu.

Stevens developed the thesis that his- 
tory encompasses all the social scienc- 
es.

"the economists, the sociologists, and 
political scientists will turn to the his- 
torian for the facts."

Dr. Hoover's life has been filled with 
many varied tasks and associations. He 
acted as instructor of the Nawakwa 
Training Camp, Adams County Lead- 
ership School, and Baltimore Deacon- 
ess Training School. He is now vice- 
president of the directors of the Nawa- 
kwa Training School, Member of the 
N.E.A., American Sccial Society, Relig- 
ious Education, National Hoover Asso- 
ciation, American Geographical Soci- 
ety, National Commission of Mental 
Hygiene, Church Social Wcrkers, 
American Hymn Society <N. Y.i.Hymn 
Society (London), Adams County His- 
torical Society, Phi Kappa Rio, Pi 
Gamma Mu. Secretary to the Common 
Service Book Commission, and count- 
less ether clubs and organizations. 

He has written several notable 
bocks: Master Mind; Lift Up Your 
Eyes; and The History of Carthage 
College. His heme is now in Gettys- 
burg, Pennsylvania.

Rober M. Blough, vice chairman of 
the Board of Directors Of United States 
Steel Corporation since May 6, 1952. 
was born in the farming community of 
Riverside, near Johnstown, Pennsyl- 
vania, on January 19, 1904. After at- 
tending a cne-rocm grade school at 
Riverside, he took preparatory and col- 
lege work at Susquehanna University, 
Selinsgrove, Pennsylvania, where he 
was graduated in 1925 with a bachelor 
of arts degree. While in college, he 
was active in sports and was chairman 
of the Student Council in his senior 
year. 

Before attending Yale Law School, 
where he received his bachelor of laws 
degree in 1931, Mr. Blough taught 
school for three years at Hawley, 
Pennsylvania, serving as supervising 
principal during his third year. While 
at Yale, he was an editor of the Yale 
Law Journal. After graduation, he be- 
came engaged in the general practice 
of law with White and Case- in New 
York City. 

Mr. Blough's association with U. S. 
Steel commenced during the investiga- 
tion of the steel industry by the Tem- 
porary National Economic Committee 
in 1939 and 1940, during which time 
he acted as an associate counsel for 
the corporation. He went to Pittsburgh 
in February, 1942, when he was ap- 
pointed general solicitor in charge of 
all legal matters for the United States 
Steel Corporation of Delaware, and on 
January 1, 1951, he became executive 
vice president-law and secretary — and 
a director of the United States Steel 
Company, which was formed through 
the merger cf the Delaware Corpcra- 
ticn and three operating subsidiaries 
of the United States Steel Corporation. 
United States Steel Company was 
merged into the Corporation at the be- 
ginnirg cf 1953, when the parent com- 
pany became primarily an operating 
company. 

On August 26, 1952, Mr. BIcugh was 
elected a director cf United States 
Steel Corporation and a member of 

its Finance Committee. 

A member of the American Bar As- 
sociation and of the Allegheny County 
Bar Association, Mr. Blough also holds 
memberships in the Duquesne Club, 
Fox Chapel Golf Club, Rolling Rock 
Club, University Club of Pittsburgh, 
and the Union League Club of New 
York.

Dr. Gilbert Outlines University Aims

Furthermore, the 
students and faculty were reminded 
that, "Susquehanna senses her obliga- 
tion to America by insisting upon the 
best from each student, and by aiding 
him or her to the highest achievement 
in scholarship, social efficiency, and 
personal competence."

FIGHTING SU DROPS 32-14 GAME 
TO URSINUS AT COLLEGEVILLE 

S.U. opened its 1953 iootball season by dropping a 32-14 decision to Ursinus 
Bears at Collegeville on Saturday. 

The Crusaders started out like a house on fire as they took a 14-0 lead after 
the first half, but tired badly in the third and fourth quarters and the Bears 
from Ursinus hit pay dirt for 32 points. 

The Crusaders were on the receiving end of the opening backoff and im- 
mediately started goal-ward. Slinging Sam Ross's passes and hard running by 
•Digger" Dell and Church moved the Crusaders to the Bears' 18 yard line, 
but after two running plays failed and two passes were grounded, the Bears 
took over. After an exchange of punts in the second period, the Crusaders 
electrified the crowd when Ross, standing on his own forty, whipped a forty 
yard pass to Rising who scored the first TD. Mike promptly booted the ball 
squarely between the uprights as the S.U. fans went wild. 

Ursinus received the next kickoff^ 
and marched sixty yards to the SU 
thirteen and had a first down with 
almost a sure touchdown in the mak- 
ing, when the hard charging Louis 
Szabo picked off an intended Ursinus 
hand-off and sped 87 yards for a 
touchdown. Leonards conversion was 
good and SU led 4-0 as the first half 
came to a close. 

SU kicked off at the start of the 
third period and Rising's kick was re- 
turned by Glock to mid-field where 
the Bears, after picking up a first 
down, moved to the SU 45 yard line. 
Two running plays failed but on the 
third down, the fleet-footed Glock 
found a hole in the right side of SU's 
line and sped 45 yards for the first 
Ursinus TD. His conversion made the 
score 14-7. After the ensuing kickoff 
SU was stopped and was forced to 
punt. Rising's kick was taken on the 
Ursinus 20 yard line by Conte who, 
by a good block, galloped 80 yards for 
the tying TD. Ursinus continued on 
their scoring spree when running by 
Glock and Conte plus an aerial gave 
them a first down on the SU where 
the Crusaders stiffened. On the third 
down, Neborah smashed over and the 
Bears led 20-14. Anoia and Tkaczyk 
blocked Glock's attempted placement 
as the third period ended. After play- 
ing Ursinus on even terms for the first 
half of the fourth period, the inspired fellows along 
Bears started goal-ward again and a | 
pass from Neborah into the end zone 
was deflected -by Ross directly into the 
hands of Schwenk and the Bears led 
26-14. Again Anoia, Tkaczyk, and Ben- 
not smothered the attempted place- 
ment. With a few minutes remaining 
the Bears scored again when, follow- 
ing an interception, a pitchout and 
lateral resulted in the final touch- 
down. The Crusaders played well in 
the first half, but were completely 
out-classed and out-played through 
the second half. The loyal SU fans 
were proud of their team despite de- 
feat and look forward to next week's 
encounter with Swarthmore.

GILBERT OUTLINES— Prom P. 1 
consecrated men. Sehnsgrove, with a 
population of 1,200 at that time, had 
faith in them and subscribed $22,500. 
Selinsgrove Hall still stands today as a 
witness to local loyalty and pride. 

Keeping this background in mind, 
Dr. Gilbert proceeded by asking the 
question, "What is Susquehanna's 
goal today?" He said, "We continue 
the aims of the original founders by 
providing men and women with oppor- 
tunities for the growth and develop- 
men of Christian character." 

"Christianity and co-education have 
been with Susquehanna from the be- 
ginning. Our founders knew that true 
education must draw out the whole 
man: the physical, the mental, the 
spiritual. Our forefathers knew that 
Christianity and American Democracy 
were sturdily linked. Ask yourself, 
what would Christianity, or any re- 
ligion be without education; and what 
would education be without Christian- 
ity? 

All this does not mean that we need 
to drag Christianity in by the coat- 
tails, or to preach deliberately. We 
propose merely to give the young an 
education in a religious environment, 
without indoctrinating them with the 
narrow spirit of sectarianism in a day 
of unity. After all, it is the climate, the 
atmosphere, the central spirit, and 
the philosophy of the college that count 
in the development of young and 
vigorous America. 

"Susquehanna, or any true Chris- 
tian college, is a community concern- 
ed about you as an individual, and 
interested in training you to think 
objectively and to become a free and 
valuable citizen. But you are not mere- 
ly an individual; you are a social 
being, too. You must learn to live 
with others in this closely knit world. 
Where can this basic lesson be taught 



better than in the small co-education- 
al church college?" 

Dr. Gilbert is chairman of tl 
Social Committee at the university 
and he described the tremendous ad- 
vances made in the last decade in the 
social life of the university. "Truly 
social program," said the speaker, 
"which gives every student a multitude 
of opportunities for development in 
the social graces, in social responsibil- 
ity, and in valiant citizenship." 

"Would it not be folly to set o\. 
goals low?" said the speaker, as he 
approached the end of his talk. "Oi 
gcals may not always be achievec, 
especially net in the four short years 
of college, but ideals must be evi - 
high and lofty so that man may be 
challenged for the remainder of his 
life. 

"One of the cardinal sins of Ameri a 
is the tendency to be satisfied with 
mediocrity," concluded the speaker, 
but not so Susquehanna. 

"Thinking men and women of 
character, fitted for their specific vo- 
cations or professions, and girded with 
the ever-heightening social responsi- 
bilities of domestic citizenship; men 
and women who are at least on the 
right road to these goals — they are 
Susquehanna's objectives."

Inspiration, Inanity, and Insight 

All too often, the inspirational cliches spouted forth, editorially and other- 
wise especially at this time of the year, are too trite and weatherbeaten to have 
any real significance. Advice is meted out judiciously and incongruently. (viz. 
Freshman- Study hard; opportunity knocks only once, and it is knocking now! 
Upperclassmen: Buckle down; it is not too late yet; scholastic redemption 
awaits you with wide open arms! Faculty: Accept the challenge; inspire these 
eager young scholars in their quest for the knowledge of the ages! Everybody: 
Search your souls and strengthen your backbones; we are in the midst of a 
series of unparalleled crises, and the horizon stretches forth, grimly inscru- 
table bringing either black chaos or undreamt of paradise.) 

Reactions to this overbearing grandiosity and excessive verbosity in setting 
forth platitudes which everyone tactitly accepts anyway have been noted 
recently even in regard to speeches presented by the President and other high 
officials. Intellectual paint can be thinned only so much and can be spread 
over only so great an area before it becomes transparent and meaningless. A 
line must be drawn somewhere between necessary illumination and inane 

inspiration. 

To be sure, we are entering an important new period. New fields of en- 
deavor unfold and new challenges present themselves. But this always has 
been true and always will be true. The important thing, it seems, is that if this 
sense of proportion, insight into relevancy— no matter what the terminology 
it is vital that we possess some measure of this quality both on individual and 
collective scales. 

Expanding on a hackneyed phrase of the type we have just spoken dispara- 
gingly: Before wisdom comes knowledge; before knowledge comes understand- 
ing; but this understanding must be an insight into true importance. If we 
can' gain a sense cf what is truly important and relevant, the other diverse 
elements, facts and ideas which bring pressure upon us will fit neatly in their 
proper spheres without the need of any frantic, faltering effort being uselessly 
expended. Be inspired? Yes. But not foolishly or in the wrong direction.

At Folklore Society 

Dr. Russell W GilbedMfc the main 
speaker at the annual meeting of the 
Pennsylvania German Fttttjore Society 
! of Ontario. Canada. Themeeting was 
h Id Saturday evening, Octtober 17, 
at Waterloo College near Kitchener 
a city of 40,000 inhabitants. The 
mayor of Kitchener and several mem- 
bers of the Canadian Parliament pre- 
sented greetings.

Dr. Gilbert has done much writing 
and speaking about the Pennsylavnla 
Germans.

The 
Pennsylvania German Folklore Society 
published his full-length book, Penn- 
sylvania German Wills. Dr. Gilbert 
has been professor of German at Sus- 
quehanna University since 1930.

Dutch Pantry Host 
To Business Society 

The initial meeting of the year was 
held by the Business Society on Mon- 
day evening October 12. It was esti- 
mated that between fifty and sixty 
members attended the gathering at the 
Dutch Pantry. Mr. Jess Kemberling, 
proprietor of the Dutch Pantry and 
former Susquehanna student, talked 
informally to the group and guided 
them through the restaurant. 

Much more is involved in operating 
a restaurant than meets the custom- 
er's eye. Using dittoed drawings of the 
kitchen and basement layout, Mr. Kem- 
berling explained the work-saving de- 
sign of the Snyder County restaurant. 
He also operates the Dutch Pantry 
in L.moyne and State College. 

The tabulating machines used in the 
office help to make record keeping a 
rapid and fairly easy process. Each 
ounce oi meat served on a platter or 
in a sandwich makes a difference in 
the; profit (or loss) of the restaurant 
owner. For instance, Mr. Kemberling 
explained that a mere one and one- 
half cent profit is realized on a ham- 
burger; if one ounce of meat too much 
is put into a patty, all profit is gone. 

A brief mention was made of the 
labor problem. The business students 
were surprised to learn that radar is 
being perfected for ovens. It Is ex- 
tremely dangerous to use because in 
seconds a person may loose the use of 
his hand. In these ovens a hamburger 
would be done in three seconds, and 
a steak could be ready for the platter 
in fifteen seconds! 

Following Mr. Kemberling's talk, he 
led the group through his office, the 
kitchen, and the basement storage 
room. The group enjoyed its visit very 
much and it is anticipated that the 
1953-1954 program will attract record 
numbers of students.

The Critic Speaks 



Susquehanna University Players 
offered the play of "Edwina Black" on 
Thursday, Friday, and Saturday nights 
of last week. The first performance 
took place on the previous Saturday, 
Parents' Day, and the final perform- 
ance is scheduled for Homecoming. 
The mystery drama by William Dinner 
and William Morum offers a subtle 
and expository script that is written 
very closely in the British manner. 
In fact, throughout the whole action 
it permits itself only one perfect 
scream: when the lights go out 
(thanks to Fred Shilling). 

In general, the story concerns it- 
self with the baleful and malicious 
influence of a domestic tyrant (fe- 
male) whose evil spirit broods over 
the entire play although she is dead 
before the action begins. Apparently 
by nature she is much akin to the 
Ice Age. With Edwina Black, money 
is certainly the root of all evil. Un- 
happy herself, she almost succeeded 
in ruining the lives of two ether 
people. 

To Mr. Axel R. Kleinsorg, Susque- 
hanna's director "par excellence," 
and his gifted cast the play offered 
the very special challenge of creating 
the illusion of swiftness and vividness 
in a script which includes only four 
persons and practically no physical 
action. Just as one might say that a 
certain musician is a violinist's vio- 
linist meaning that the performing 
tecknique is so clever as to escape 
the ordinary observer, so one can say 
of this four-person play that it is a 
play producer's production. 

Mr. Kleinsorg and his cast were 
more than equal to the challenge cf 
keeping people on the edge of their 
seats, with only four actors and a 
talky script as the vehicle. Bravo! 

Proudly, for the record, let us name 
the four actors. Janet Laue, as Ellen 
the maid, created a very firm and 
dominating character: the trusted 
servant who was devoted to her mis- 
tress, the late Edwina Black. Audrey 
Vollmen as Elizabeth Graham, com- 
panion to Edwina and lover to Ed- 
wina's husband, succeeded admirably 
in being noncomittal throughout the 
play so that we could not tell whether 
she was or was not implicated in the 
death of Edwina. The same is true 
for Charles Coates in the role of 
Gregory Black, Edwina's husband. 
He did a fine job of keeping us 
guessing. 

(Secretly, however, let us admit 
that Charles is too doggone healthy 
and substantial looking ever to con- 
vince us that he could be a weak sap 
of a husband, money or no money. 
He does not have the pale, ethereal 
look.) 

Last, but far from least, there was 
Wallace Gordon as Henry Martin, the 
Scotland Yard inspector. Now, Wally 
has always been to us the Golden 
Voice, whose every song is anticipated

A mediocre National Aggie team held on in the final minutes of 
nlay to salvage their second victory of the season. The homecoming crowd 
it Doylestown was kept on the edge of their seats when, with about two min- 
utes remaining in the game, the Crusaders tried vainly to tie and possibly 
win the game. 

The first half saw a spiritless Susquehanna eleven battling an alert, but 
not too smooth, Aggie team.

1. What is gamma globulin? 
A. Gamma globulin is the part of 

human blood that contains disease- 
fighting a nti- bodies. It has been used 
for many years to combat measles and 
infectious hepatitis (jaundice). In 1952, 
March of dimes scientists proved it 
to be an effective but temporary pre- 
ventive of crippling caused by polio. 

2. Can our children get gamma glo- 
bulin iGG) for polio this year? 

A. GG is in extremely short supply. 
There will be only about one million 
doses of GG available this year. There 
arc about 46,000,000 children and ad- 
olescents in the age group most likely 
to get polio. 

3. Who will get gamma globulin this 
year? 

y. The supply will probably be 
used in areas where the greatest num- 
b?r of cases occur. Most likely public 
health officers working with private 
physicians will administer the gamma 
globulin. 

4. How will gamma globulin be dis- 
tributed? 

A. The Of fie 3 of Defense Mobilization 
(ODM), a government agency, is solely 
responsible for the distribution of the 
nation's supply of gamma globulin 
through state and territorial health 
officers. The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis has no GG. 

5. Can, you buy GG? 
A. You should not be able to buy 

it anywh're. See your doctor. If it is 
possible for your child to have GG, 
it will be allocated to him through the 
health officer. There will be no charge 
for this GG. A private physician, 
however, may charge for his services 
in giving it. All commercially produced 
GG made from blood other than that 
donated to the Red Cross is being 
purchased for the moon's stockpile by 
the National Foundation at an esti- 
mated cost of $11,000,000 in March of 
Dimes funds. 

6. How much blood does it take to 
make one GG shot? 

A. One pint of blood yields just about 
the amount needed for an average GG 
polio shot. The same pint furnishes 
serum albumin for the treatment of 
wounded servicemen.

During its many years of existence as a university which includes among 
its courses adequate preparation lor high school teachers, Susquehanna has 
been without an F. T. A. organization. The national organization of F. T A. is 
ready at this time to start a chapter on our campus.

Greensboro, N. C— (LP. >— Variety 
is the spice of life, and this year 
finds the Greensboro College curri- 
culum certainly varied. Several new 
courses have been introduced by the 
administration. The music department 
is offering Music 441, 442. History and 
Materials of Salient Musical Styles. 
Included in this detailed study of 
important musical styles from the 
ancient Greeks to the present day 
will be the study of actual scores, 
listening to respective recordings, and 
the study of translated writings of 
each period in addition to specific re- 
ferences to recent writings. 

A large part of the second semester 
will deal with theoretical materials 
which are functioning in the twen- 
tieth century. This course will be of 
special interest only to senior class 
music students since the prerequisites 
are all the theoretical and musico- 
logical which are listed for the first 
three years of applied music majors. 

Another new course is found in the 
department of sociology. Sociology 43, 
44 gives three hours credit each sem 
ester or six for the entire year. 
Sociology 43 is entitled Patterns of 
Human Behavior and Relations. This 
is a general orientation to the field 
of human relations with special em- 
phasis given to the problem areas of 
contemporary inter-group living. Wide 
reading and class discussion will sup- 
plement the lectures. Pre-requisite: 
Six hours of sociology or the permis- 
sion of the instructor. Sociology 44 
is Action Programs. This is a study 
of the best materials and techniques 
currently available for moderating 
inter-group misunderstandings ex- 
tensions. 

Emphasis will be given to the tech- 
niques best suited to the needs of 
teachers, religious educators, and soc- 
ial workers. The pre-requisite for this 
course is nine hours of sociology or 
permission of the instructor. 

Christian Classics in Translation: 
a survey course in Christian literature 
(non-Biblical). Readings will be from 
the apostolic fathers, the apologists, 
Augustine, Aquinas, the reformers, and 
selected Protestant leareds since the 
Reformation. This course will be a 
supplement to Church History, and 
Types of Protestantism. 

Speech 213, Principles of Speech 
Pathology, is a newcomer to the cur- 
riculum. This will be a study of the 
causative factors, remedial measures, 
and clinical procedures involved in 
the more complex speech defects, such 
as aphasia, stuttering, and spastic 
speech. The pre-requisite is Speech II, 
or the permission of the chairman of 
the department. Speech Methods is 
not new but it has not been taught 
for about fifteen years on this campus. 
It gives three semester hours credit 
and will be a study of methods and 
materials used in teaching Speech 
and Dramatic Arts in high schools.

Too often this is the attitude taken 
by the motoring public in general, 
but by college students in particular.

dwindled from my heart and the small 
v Id it left trsubles me.

College Clinic Teaches 
How to Write 

Madison, Wis.— «l.p.»— Hew to slim 
down an overstuffed sentence, put 
new blood into a lifeless phrase, and 
cope with poor .spelling, grammar 
and punctuation are all part of a 
unique training program offered by 
the University of Wisconsin Writing 
Clinic. Started last year as an experi- 
mental project of the English depart- 
ment, the clinic offers tutorial ser- 
vices to students who have failed to 
master the rudiments of good writing 
cr who have become lax in their writ- 
ing habits. All sorts of student writ- 
ing problems are handled. For ex- 
ample : 

Some students are able to turn out 
acceptable prose, but do not know 
how to spell. Others are good in 
spelling and grammar, but week in 
organization and presentation. Some 
have become rusty through lack of 
sufficient stimulus to produce com- 
petent writing. Whatever the weak- 
ness, the clinic director, Mrs. Gladys 
Jerome, attempts to spot it and help 
the student find a remedy. Students 
come to the clinic by referral only. 
No one currently enrolled in a com- 
position course is eligible. 

Clinic checkups include a number 
of tests covering grammar, spelling, 
punctuation, organization, compre- 
hension. These who show they can 
improve quickly are given individual

What is a "me firster"? My friend. 1 -, it is someone — man or woman, boy 
or girl — who invariably places his own plans and desires above those of the 
group. 

Who arc "me lirstcrs"? They are students who simply must go home every 
week-end regardless of the need to support fraternity or sorority activities, the 
athletic teams, or college cultural programs. They arc faculty members who stick 
too closely to their ivory towers or at best support only limited departmental 
activities. In general, they are men and women who never can seem to find 
lime to support community activities. They are persons who believe that the 
world should revolve about their small orbits. 

What causes a person to be a "mo firster"? Misguided and misunderstood 
progressivism and the philosophy built up ever the past twenty years must 
bear a large part cf the blame. Youth is said to hold all the answers to this 
world's problems. Youth must never be crossed or even mildly criticised. Youth 
is the center o feverything that is good. Youth has been placed upon a pedistal. 
Let youth beware that its pedestal is not one of sand. Secondly, there is 
evidence of faulty home training. All too often the child has been spoiled and 
given everything that he desires. The child is the center about which the family 
moves. Such idolatry encourages the acceptance of privileges as a right without 
emphasizing the responsibilities which go hand in hand with each freedom. 
Finally, those who are expected to lead must share some of the blame. The 
absence of a firm policy that will develop responsibility and understanding and 
will help the individual to adjust himself to a realistic world is frequently all 
too evident. If a student leaves college improved in book knowledge but not 
upgraded in civic and social responsibilities, he or she is a failure and the 
college has not turned out a good product. The father and mother who have 
saved and denied themselves for years in order to give their children an 
education want the children to return home developed socially as well as 
mentally. They want the children to be everything that they could not be. 

Where is the "me firster" found? Not always city-bred, not always from the 
country town, not always from the well-to-do, not always children of the poor. 
Such individuals are likely to come from the small family where "spoiling" is 
to bt encouraged in many instances. The individual from a large family gener- 
ally has had the rough edges of his character smoothed by the give-and-take 
atmosphere of the large family group. 

The "me firster," my friends, is the immature p:rson who is unwilling or 
incapable of adjusting to life. He is the opposite of the person with the 
robot-like personality who accepts every decision and expressed wish of an- 
other, no matter what the decision or wish may be. Both extremes are bad 
and are examples of poor adjustment or attempts to escape from the realities 
of life. 

Are you a "me firster"? Susquehanna University is not without its 
■hare of such peraons. Examine your own record honestly. How many pep 
rallies, athletic events, star courses, musical programs, vesper services, fraternity 
or sorority meetings, or other college i vents have you missed for small and 
inconsequential reasons: a movie. | date, or laziness? Naturally, we cannot 
take in every event and there are legitimate times when personal business must 
take precedence, but we can add our presence and .support to many more of 
the activities ottered by the university and campus leaders. 

Remember— those who live (on themselves will eventually live by them- 
elves. Think it over, mv friends.

Railway Meeting Held; 
Business and Education 
Co-operation Stressed 

Robert R. Young, Board Chairman 
of The Chesapeake and Ohio Railway, 
has opened the first Industry Col- 
lege Conference by calling for 
business and education "to get to- 
gether to see that the rewards and 
the decorations are more deservingly 
distributed." 

Mr. Young called the proposed "mar- 
riage" of business and education 
"the greatest temporal power on 
earth" at the start of a two-day con- 
ference at The Greenbrier hotel which 
will explore the avenues of that tie- 
up. 

His talk prefaced speeches by an 
industry executive and a college pres- 
ident on the purpose of the confer- 
ence. 

Henry T. Heald, Chancellor of New 
York University, spoke en the pur- 
poses as seen by the educator, while 
the viewpoint cf the industrialist was 
expressed by Admiral Ben Moreell, 
Board Chairman cf the Jones and 
Laughlin Steel Corp.. spoke en the 
purposes as seen by the industria- 
list. 

Mr. Young questioned if it would 
not be "better in the long run for edu- 
cation to establish a working part- 
nership on a level of equality with 
business in many continuing projects, 
than for it to remain aloof— an un- 
dernourished satellite of business, of 
government, or of both." 

He told the 22 college presidents at 
the conference that "We American 
corporations, in addition to record- 
breaking dividends, paid out last year 
$21 billion in t"XCS, much :f which 
was wasteful^, :r destructively spent, 
Yet we carrot cr will not meet our 
obligations to you. What a sorry para- 
dox. 

"No less paradoxical is it. in the 
face of cur astounding productivity, 
that Americrn business itself trembles 
as never bef re for its very existence 
as private e iterprlse, The margin of 
safety now left us by the untaught 
professions has become so slim that 
no one can guarantee that the inde- 
pendence of either of us will sur- 
vive another war or another depres- 
sion, which some say are just around 
the corner. 

"Is it not time," Mr. Young said, 
"for us to get together to see that ' 
the rewards and the decorations are 
mere deservingly distributed?" 

Dr. Heald, in his talk, said the pur- 
poses cf the conference are basically 
two in number: "to discuss and eval- 
uate existing programs of cooperative 
endeavor in which American industry 
and American higher education are 
now engaging; and, to consider on 
the strength of demonstrated mutual 
benefits from already established pro- 
grams, how American industry and 
American higher education can work 
even more closely to preserve, protect, 
and enhance the values of a free 
system of competitive enterprise and 
a democratic way cf life." 

He added that "Our very existence 
as a free society is threatened if we 
do not capitalize on what we have 
already done and extend it more 
widely." 

Dr. Heald said that industry's 
greatest need is "educated people, 
specialists. . .but also men and women 
brcadly trained and liberally educat- 
ed." He noted that education and 
industry "both require money to keep 



operating." 

And he added that sources of in- 
come and the amounts needed to 
support educational and research pro- 
grams "have not kept pace with the 
mounting costs. It is easier for in- 
dustry to pass along increased costs 
to its customers than it is for educa- 
tion to increase charges to its stu- 
dents." 

Dr. Heald said there is a "great 
need" for unrestricted gifts by in- 
dustry to education for general pur- 
poses. He added "There is a sound 
basis for a real partnership, there is 
no conflict." 

Admiral Mcreell, in detailing the 
purposes from the industrialist's 
point of view, posed four questions. . . 
Is there a mutuality of interest be- 
tween the managers cf industry and 
the managers of higher education? 
If the answer is in the affirmative, 
is this interest of sufficient import- 
ance to industry to justify the ex- 
penditure cf corporate funds to fur- 
ther it? 

What kinds of education are best 
suited to meet the needs of industry? 
And, how can industry provide the 
help, financial and otherwise, needed 
by the colleges? 

On his first question, Admiral Mo- 
reell said, "The dependence of industry 
upon higher education is amply evi- 
denced by the systematic and tho- 
rough manner in which industry sends 
its talent sccuts into the field each 
year to canvass the new graduates." 

Regarding his second question, he 
said, "It is obvious there will be vary- 
ing degrees of justification for the 
extent cf such support. The direct 
payment by a corporation to a college 
for some specific research work could 
not be properly questioned by a 
shareholder. On the other hand, many 
shareholders would object to an en- 
dowment for general purposes for, 
let us say, a liberal arts college." 

On his third question, Admiral 
Mcreel said that "It is of utmost im- 
portance. . . .that we avoid educating 
young men and women in a vacuum. 
It is essential to the survival of our 
civilization that the student under- 
stand his relationship to our society 
as a whole, and that he be able and 
willing to play a responsible role in 
the social, economic and political 
activities cf our body politic." 

On his last question, he noted that 
"There are many ways for industry 
to contribute if the managers have 
convinced themselves that the con- 
tribution can be justified on the 
ground of corporate self-interest."

His hand the wonders wrought. 
So many memories revolve about this 
particular hymn, so many that relate 
to thankfulness and praise cf the 
Father's goodness. 

I can remember the times we sang 
this hymn in glee club programs, 
always with a depth and feeling in- 
spired by the words and music jointly, 
but also by the spirit of voices raised 
in unified thanksgivng. I can remem- 
ber, tco, the day in my senior year 
in high school when I went bike rid- 
ing with a friend. School had been 
dismissed early because of a teach- 
ers' meeting and it was one of those 
days when you are positive that spring 
is just around the corner. Carol, my 
friend, suggested we ride into the 
country and try to find if any skunk 
cabbages had forced their way through 
the earth yet. Back in the woods 
we found some, and as Carol knelt 
to cut them I walked up a small 
enbankment and looked down on her 
crouched form. She looked up after 
a while and said, "You know people 
would probably call us crazy for com- 
ing cut here today, but there's so 
much to see" (and we looked about 
at the first unfoldings of spring) ; 
"so much to hear" (and we listened 
to the flowing brook, the mournful 
dove eff in the trees, and the yap- 
ping dog that had followed us from | 
a near-by farm); "so much to do 
and learn" (we had both been talk- 
ing about the respective colleges we 
were to attend in fall after gradua- 
tion, and this is what she meant when 
she said, "so much to do and learn.") 
My thoughts were haunted at that 
moment with the words of that beauti- 
ful hymn, "This is my Father's 
world." and I could only say as my 
heart swelled with the beauty around 
me, "And so much to love, Carol, 
and be thankful for." 

Later in the summer as I rode to 
and from work in the city I would 
often have to wait for buses until 
one day I found a chapel set off 
a bit from the main streets. It was 
close enough that I could sit there 
and rest from the noisy bustle and 
smuggy heat of the urban thorough- 
fares. Here in this chapel my thoughts 
often turned back to the scene just 
described and always a thankfulness 
would come over me. My goal for a 
long time was getting to college and 
many times since arriving I have 
experienced deep moments of thank- 
fulness, all of them related in es- 
sence to the words of the hymn "This 
is my Father's world." Do you real- 
ize the character of God's giving and 
the indebtedness we have to God 
which the words of this hymn express? 
When you sit resting on the hockey 
field after a work out and see the 
glorious setting of the sun behind 



the houses and trees on the hills to 
the west of our campus, or when 
you hear a professor attempt to inter- 
pret the beauty of a master scholar's 
thoughts so that your life may be 
enriched, or when your fellow stud- 
ents and teachers try to make a pro- 
gram you've worked at a success by 
participation and attendance, your 
heart's treasury is enriched, your 
spirit is enriched and your thank- 
fulness is deepened. Yes, each day 
we slip many memories into our 
heart's treasury, but what do we slip 
into God's treasury?

YEARBOOK PICTURES— from page 1 
unlikely that it would be of the same 
size as standard pictures. Since the 
printer saves money by making cuts 
from composites and not from single 
pictures, the privately-made or last 
year's phntograph, if such is still avail- 
able, would have to be reproduced 
to adjust it to the size. Every repro- 
duction involves extra cost as well as 
loss of sharpness and contrast which 
makes such pictures stand out as in- 
ferior. 

Third, even if all the requirements 
wculd be met, it would not be fair 
to the student body to make last- 
minute changes in the layout to , 
squeeze in the picture of an indivi- 
dual. •Preparation of a book proceed! I 
according to a certain order, and if j 
this order is not followed, quality suf- 
fers. 

A proportionate amount of confusion 
also concerns the group pictures. Sev- 
eral groups declined to have pictures 
taken. Some refered to pictures that 
had been taken previously, others pro- 
vided prints of the group's last year's 
activities. As a result, only one of 
the reluctant groups will have a pic- 
ture equal to the ones representing 
other organizations. 

The main objection to such picture 
that have been taken previously is the 
fact that they include over thirty 
people in one shot, often blurred, and 
seldom clearly recognizable beyond the 
first row. Insistence on taking pictures 
in the chapel or with other dark back- 
ground has produced prints which are 
not only incorsii-tcnt with the general 
style <f the book planned for this 
year but which also show little more 
than a score of white spots within a 
dark cloud.

KimTongKuijfSU'sSon, 
Needs Your Friendship 

Across the Pacific Ocean in the 
war-torn country of Korea there lives 
a serious, manly lad who is our broth- 
er, Kim Tong Kun. Kun is the orphan 
boy whom we of Susquehanna have 
adopted and pledged to aid for a 
year. Kim Tong Kun and his broth- 
ers, Kim Tcng Un and Kim Tong 
Shik, ten and five respectively, are 
orphans — the children of Kim Duk 
Jae and Lee Chong Soon. Their pit- 
iable plight is the counterpart of more 
than 100,000 war children in Korea, 
separated from their parents, killed 
by enemy communists' shell fire in 
the path cf war, or lest in the frenz- 
ied flight for safety in the vast throngs 
of evacuees crowding the roads. They 
ream the war-torn countryside search- 
ing from village to village for loved 
ones they will never find — homeless, 
frightened, and starving! 

Kim Tcng Kun's family lived in 
Seoul where the father owned a pros- 
perous grocery business and provided 
very comfortably for his growing fam- 
ily. When the communist-enemy in- 
vaded the country south of tthe 38th 
parallel the family suffered great 
hardships and privations, their stores 
were looted and property demolished. 
Greater tragedy befell them when the 
Soviet Red Army re-occupied Seoul in 
January, 1951, and U.N. and ROK 
forces withdrew. The family fled to 
Kwangju, Kyurg Ki-do, coming di- 
rectly in the path of a furious battle 
between the Chinese Reds and the 
UN Forces, and Kim Tong Kun's 
mother and his six-year-old sister 
were killed by shell-fire en January i 
4. The next day the father and the | 
remaining children buried the mother 
and sister on the side cf a hill and 
being Christians knelt in prayer, 
when a band of ten Chinese Reds 
descended upon them, grabbed the 
grieving father from his devotion, and 
took him with them. The three or- 
phaned boys remained at the graves 
for several days hoping their father 
might be spared and would return to 
them. Throughout the time battle 
raged on all sides of the hill and the 
frightened boys were near collapse 
from hunger, thirst and cold when 
an American soldier picked them up 
in his jeep and brought them to Chon- 
ju in Chung-Chong Puk Do Province. 
He carried them into the Chung Puk 
Yuk A Won Orphanage where they 
have remained since January 10, 1951. 

This institution, as all welfare- 
refugee places in Korea, long has 
operated beyond capacity— overcrowd- 
ed and with limited budget. Outside 
support must be had for those in ex- 
cess if they are to remain. Application 
for the Foster Parents' Plan for War 
Children Aid was made by Susquehan- 
na University in November, of 1953 
and as a result of our adoption of 
Kim Tcng Kun, we have assured him 
of a home and an education for the 
duration of our pledge, which Is a 
year ending November, 1954. 

Kun "is clever and wise" and "full 



of responsibility." He is top student 
in first year middle school studying 
English, Korean, history, algebra, 
sciences, geography, art, music, and 
gymnastics. He wants to complete 
his education in the USA and be a 
judge in Korea when he returns. This 
serious, manly lad needs your friend- 
ship. His recent letter to us is posted 
on the bulletin board and his picture, 
also. In translation his letter says: 
Dear Foster Parent, 

How are you getting along in 
these days, dear my foster parent in 
States? I study hard under the care 
cf Superintendent. Some days ago, 
Mr. Robert W. Sage, the director of 
Foster Parents' Plan for War Child- 
ren Inc. in Korea, came to our house, 
and saw everything in our home. He 
said: "Study hard." In the school I 
am a good school boy and at home 
good boy, too. Nowadays, we begin a 
big work. It is building a small hall 
and rooms to accomodate more or- 
phans. We help this work. It is in- 
teresting. I will study harder in this 
fair autumn season. Particularly Eng- 
lish and mathematics. PLEASE 
WRITE ME SOON. 

Let's make a special effort between 
semesters to write to our son— let's be 
true fester-parents not only by our 
interest in his physical needs and 
educational needs but in his spiritual 
enrichment as well— by our friend- 
ship with him. Of course, our friend- 
ship depends solely on the letters and 
the packages which we send him. All 
the organizations cf which we are a 
part on this campus are supporting 
Kim's educational and physical needs; 
let's make it our individual responsi- 
bility to befriend him personally 
through our letters. Please give your 
letters, sealed, to the chaplain of your 
fraternity or sorority, or the president 
Of any organization! to which you be- 
long and Bessie Trate, who is the 
chairman of this campus project, will 
forward the letters to Foster Parents' 
Plan for War Children. No letters 
can be sent directly to our son, in- 
stead the Plan assumes postage costs 
and assures immediate and safe deli- 
very.

Our library is ace of the institutions 
on campus whose service is available to students in all classes and in all 
courses Actually it is the scholastic backbone of our academic curriculum. 
The library staff tries in every possible way to help students locate material 
to supplement their college courses and to make those courses marc interestmg 
and more worthwhile. 

During the past summer the smell of fresh paint and the tap-tap of 
hammers brought about many nraoh-needed renovations in the library. The 
walls took on a restful shade of Dale green, more lights were placed on the 
stacks a new seating arrangement was designed, and two new magazine racks 
were purchased. Efforts were made to make study and research more pleasant 
and to provide mor: space. „._ .. 

Plans for a new wing to be added to the library are underway for 1958, the 
centennial year. Ideas concerning a WW class room, a room for students to 
type when they use library books, and a separate reference room are being 

considered. . 

At the present time our librarians art trying to enlarge the Pennsylvania 
collection; and donations of value would re gratefully appreciated. The begin- 
nings of a record collection are also being made with the hope of establishing 
a record room in the new wing. 

In the near future our librarians also hope to organiz? Friends of the 
Library a movement which has recently spread from public libraries to college 
libraries. This organizaton would be open to everyone— students, faculty, towns 
people Its purpose would be to promote the library and to further its aims. 

Possibly someday the sororities, fraternities, and other organizations on 
campus might each take as a project the purchasing of one book per year for 
the library. The name of the organization making the donation would be 
placed on the bookplate. ^^ 

It is our sincer? hope that funds may be forthcoming so that the building 
of the new Wing as well as the new conservatory may be completed in 1958. 
More space is constantly being needed for the increasing number of volumes 
that now total approximately 31,000. In the meantime we must not forget the 
opportunities that the library offers, nor must we abuse the privileges granted 
to us.

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Increased Cooperation 
For Business, Education 

Two college presidents have called 
for "increased cooperation between 
business and education" and "the right 
kind of education if our democracy is 
to survive," at a banquet ending the 
first Industry-College Conference at 
The Greenbrier Hotel. 

Dr. Milton S. Eisenhower, president 
Of Pennsylvania State College, in a 
trlk on "The Mutuality cf Education 
and Business," said, "If we are to 
maintain and advance the civilization 
W8 have created, business and educa- 
tion must become partners most liter- 
ally." 

Mrs. Millicent C. Mcintosh, presi- 
dent of Barnard College, said that 
"the right kind cf education is the 
truest foundation for Democracy." 

Nearly 70 top leaders of business and 
education split almost equally as to 
C:llege and Company presidents, met 
f( :• two days to discuss and explore 
w.tys and means for the two fields to 
"cooperate in providing improved ed- 
ucational opportunities for young 
ptople," to the mutual interests of 
both groups. 

Dr. Eisenhower called the confer-

." adding that "I believe we have 

been considering here for two days 

of the 'great causes' of our times." 

He said that "as one means of fos- 
tering better understanding and, there- 
fore, better cooperation, I suggest the 
possibilities of each of us here spon- 
soring in our heme state a confer- 
ence modeled on this one." 

Mrs. Mcintosh said higher education 
can strengthen the foundations of 
democracy and therefore industry has 
a great stake in its being successful. 

"'the more perfect our techniques; 
the more highly trained our special- 
ists, the more wo need men and women 
cf character and understanding to in- 
habit the complex world we are creat- 
:r,u." she said. 

"America is in grave peril today, net 
only from outsiders but from within. 
We are crowing poorer as a nation. 
We are consumed with fear of the So- 
viet Union, and instead of rising up 
in our might to prove to the world 
that democracy works and that it can 
fester human happiness and goodness, 
wo spend our time looking in corners 
for bogey-men who might have be- 
longed to the communist party." 

Mrs. Mcintosh said her idea cf "the 
right kind cf education" must, first, 
provide a sense of proportion ar.d his- 
tory.." "A young man who has only 
technical knowledge will have no un- 
derstanding' of the benefits of demo- 
cracy. He will have no interest in de- 
fending his country because he will 
have no idea of its uniqueness or its 
place in history." 

Secondly, she said education must 
give opportunities for creative devel- 
opment and for enrichment of person- 
ality. Heretofore, she said, "our own 
sons and daughters . . . have been 
given much information but little real 
knowledge." 

Finally, she said, "cur education 
must give a sound sense of moral and 
spiritual values." 

Dr. Eisenhower noted that "in our 
democratic society, business and edu- 
cation are reciprocals. The objectives 
and the requirements are neither con- 
flict ing nor parallel; they are mutual." 

"Without the products of American 
higher education," he said, "industry 
could not have staffed its plants, de- 
veloped new products, found new mar- 
kets or improved its operating pro- 
cedures at the rate it has. Conversely, 
without the productivity cf modern 
technology, it would have been impos- 
sible to liberate men and women from 
the struggle for bare survival long 
enough for them to gain the advan- 
tages of higher education." 

He added that the effectiveness of 
business and education getting more 
closely together depends, for one 
thing, upon cur ability to bridge the 
intellectual gap between highly train- 
ed specialists who have lost touch 
with each other but whose interests 
are mutual and whose responsibilities 
are reciprocal. 

"The sort of cooperation proposed 
at this conference is the only way I 
know to generate effective mutuality," 
he said. 

Dr. Elsenhower made four points. 



First, he said, "we who have attended 
this conference will return home with 
considerable knowledge of, and con- 
fidence in, the mutuality of business 
and education." 

Second, he said, "it is clear that 
keeping each other informed is a mut- 
ual responsibility of major import- 
ance." And he expressed pleasure 
"that the emphasis at this conference 
has been placed, not on money, but 
on human interaction." 

Third, he said, is the importance of 
the social sciences and of the human- 
ities in this cooperative program. "It 
would pay business great dividends to 
finance both general and project re- 
search in economics, statistics, psy- 
chology, anthropology, sociology, com- 
merce, finance, labor-management re- 
lations, marketing, and a host of 
other fields." 

Finally, Dr. Eisenhower stressed that 
"the need for increased cooperation 
between business and education is a j 
matter of pressing urgency. This con- 
ference is not only timely, it was long 
overdue."

There is now one vacancy on the 
board, increased recently from five to 
eight members. James A. Johnston, 
former warden of Alcatraz, retired be- 
cause cf ill health, thus creating the 
vacancy.

The board is the "supreme court" 
of the nation in all parole matters at 
federal institutions, conducting hear- 
ings at these prisons throughout the 
country, and deciding whether paroles 
shall be granted. Mr. Mowles is a vete- 
ran in parole work.

The evaluating committee brings its 
report to the full-time committe3 of 
the Middle States Association.

Preparation for the evaluating was 
done fcr the most part by Dr. G. 
Morris Smith and a committee con- 
sisting of Dr. Russell Gait, chairman; 
Dr. Russell Gilbert, aims and objects- 
ives; Mr. Bernard Krapf. finances; 
Dr. Arthur Herman Wilson, academic 
program; and Mr. Dan MacCuish, 
alumni.

MOWLES TELLS PHI MU DELTA FORUM 
ABOUT OPERATION OF PAROLE BOARD 

Thursday, February 11, completed another in a series of lectures under the 
auspices of Phi Mu Delta Fraternity. The guest speaker was Mi-. Henry J. 
Mowles, chief probation and parole officer of the Middle District of Pennsyl- 
vania, Thirty-five students and faculty members were present to hear the 
lecture on the functions and problems of the parole officer. 

Jack Schraeder, who is chairman of the forum committee, introduced the 
speaker to the group. Mr. Mowles, a veteran in parole work, gave an illuminating 
resume on the operation of the parole board. 

The parole officers work in conjunc-'" 
tion with the Federal Bureau of Invest- 
igation. After an arrest by the F.B.I. , 
the parole officers "dig up" further 
evidence and compile case studies of the 
defendant. This is then put before the 
court for their use and reference. If the 
defendant is found guilty, the board 
also submits a suggested sentence. 

Mi-. Mowles' duties carry him an 
average of three thousand miles per 
week through central Pennsylvania. 
Hi* district contains thirty-two of the 
sixty-seven Pennsylvania counties. His 
traveling is done in connection with 
the board's job of keeping in touch 
with the parolees of the Middle Dist- 
rict. 

Mr. Mowles related many of his per- 
ianal experiences. After the lecture a 
question and answer discussion was 
held.

But as long as the proportl u 
points to this side, I'm sure we'll find 
ourselves with numbtTlcss friends ar.d 
a satisfaction that will make every 
minute cf the day a happy and thank- 
ful one.

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Evaluation 



As Robert Burns once philosophically remarked, "if we could but see our- 
selves as others see us." To arrive at such a position of prospective is 
actually not possible, but a careful observer in the past few weeks should have 
had a very fair chanc? to make certain detached analyses. The more cynical 
among us no doubt have thought that any recent improvements on campus 
were directed solely toward the benefit of the evaluation committee. The more 
complacent among us probably have noticed no change whatsoever. 

In reality, most of the current improvements and planning are only co- 
incidental with the present, actual, in- person rating by an official committee. 
For many years Susquehanna has had a favorable evaluation, and it seems 
safe to assume that no drastic changes were necessary in order to maintain that 
rating. A good evaluation, of course, is desirable for several obvious reasons. 
In the first place, the rating given to a school (official or otherwise) is largely 
what determines the value of any degree granted to graduates. Consequently, 
this affects the acceptance of the school's degree holders to larger post- 
graduate and profesional chcols, as well as to all types of employers. 

As implied above, however, the present physical evaluation is relatively 
unimportant in itself. It takes on significance only when considered in regard 
to Susquehanna's long time position. We would be deluding ourselves to think 
that Susquehanna's prestige, if not the actual rating, always ranked as high 
as it does now. The present high standing is a distinct tribute to the faculty 
and administration, for they are chiefly responsible for what Susquehanna is 
today. An institution, like human life and history, is never static. Movement 
and changes are always taking place in either one or two directions— up or down. 
To our way of thinking, our college should change in only one direction. Sus- 
quehanna's prestige must increase. Each time a material or intangible im- 
provement is made, all degrees, present and future, appreciate in the same way. 

In four short years, we will celebrate the centennial of the founding of 
Susquehanna. Thus, the improvement and changes mentioned, and all those 
yet to be made are directed toward this end. The possession of such a goal by 
the institution is fortunate, for in this manner two overall objectives are com- 
bined in one operation. Logically, striving for a great centennial year and 
striving to increase Susquehanna's standing and prestige become synonymous 
One cannot be accomplished without the other. 

Therefore, all who are now or have ever been connected with the college 
in any way have a definite responsibility. Most of the means by which we as 
students can help are almost to obvious to mention: recruiting new students, 
"talking up" the school, making the school better through our actions and 
participations, etc. The main point Ls the feeling that Susquehanna should 
gain more prestige and importance. Surely the college and its graduates are 
deserving of high standing by virtue of their aims and accomplishments. We 
are confident that Susquehanna can become a greater institution!

Dr. Zagars Speaks 
On Political Maxims 

On Thursday evening at 7:00 o'- 
clock the February meeting of Pi 
Gamma Mu was held at Tlieta Chi. 
During the business meeting the out- 
line and plans cf future meetings were 
discussed. Once more thr matter cf 
the organization's original charter was 
brought on the floor. It was decided 
that definite action should be taken 
toward preserving this document in 
some useful form. After the business 
portion and during the main program, 
the hosts .served delicious refresh- 
ments. 

After the business session. Dr. Wald- 
emar Zagars made a provocative pre- 
sentation en "Political Maxims and 
Marxism." He set forth a brief sur- 
vey of Western political thinking, using 
extensive references to Pitirim Soro- 
kin and Talcott Parsons, two cf the 
mest controversial as well as the fore- 
most of Western socio-political think- 
ers of our day. The approach of con- 
sidering whole cr total civilizations 
was stressed, based also on the con- 
cept of the relative unchangcability of 
human nature. This consequently fo- 
cuses on cycles rather than on a 
straight cr forward path cf history. 
The work of the historian Toynbee was 
also frequently alluded to. The meet- 
ing was concluded after many ques- 
tions and much discussion.

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I Dare You 



American colleges in 1954 are full of daring young men and women. Seme 
of us love to be dared; but here we are not concerned with the wild adven- 
ture that immediately comes to mind. 

This is to challenge the ability of our students in the wise selection cf cam- 
pus leaders. In the springtime most organizations choose officers to carry on 
the hoped-for betterment of the group's activities. It is highly evident that 
many times the real qualities of a good leader are not considered. 

William H. Danforth, of the Ralston-Purina Company, has set forth the 
criteria for development of outstanding leaders. First of all, do we think 
of the four-square life in selecting our leaders— those who are active religious- 
ly, physically, mentally, and socially? In our student government we most 
certainly need strong individuals who will work for the needs of their fellow- 
students. 

Our leaders should be people who think creatively— not those who build 
castles and leave them in the air, but persons who have original ideas and 
dare to use them for worthwhile accomplishments. 

A rich personality attracts friends and helps to uncover other good qualities. 
Beware of the candidate for an office who tends to be selfish or a disagree- 
able slacker, for he may be a detriment to organizational cc-operaticn. The 
person to vote for is the one whose personality inspires others. 

Should not our leaders be the men and women who lift their character 
above the commonplace things in life to be surrounded by the very best the 
world has to offer? Should they not be the ones who share, the ones who do 
things, and the ones who dare themselves to be bigger than they are? 

Probably five percent or more of Susquehanna's students , reach this lead- 
ership level. In our voting let us carefully observe which 5% this is and keep 
our organizations going "up the ladder." 

| • These are sweeping generalizations, 
! but I think they can be sustained. 

Consider, first, objectives. As a na- 
tion we rely on individuals as free 
] persons to achieve the maximum of 
social, economic, and political effec- 
' tiveness. Such, means and such ends 
I characterize both business and edu- 
cation. Industry has made incredible 
strides because the individual enter- 
priser has been free to create and of- 
fer for sale in free markets the pro- 
ducts of his ingenuity. In the same 
manner education has kept its em- 
phasis on individuals as free and self- 
reliant persons, and to some extent at 
least has combined practical training 
with broad instructions in a manner 
which offers the respcnsible student 
a sound basis for creative living as a 
producer, as a member of society, and 
as a citizen. 



Education and Business 
A Mutual Enterprise 

In his essay on Nature, Ralph Waldo 
Emerson observed that" Great causes 
are never tried on their merits; the 
cause is reduced to particulars to suit 
the size of the partisans, and the con- 
tention is ever hottest on minor mat- 
ters." 

These words come to mind, for sev- 
eral reasons. First, I believe we have 
been considering here for two days 
one cf the "great causes" of our time, 
one fraught with ramified and endur- 
ing consequences. Second, in review- 
ing the traditional sources of misun- 
derstanding between education and 
business, I have been struck with the 
fact that the hottest contentions have 
too often been on minor matters. 
Third, the "particulars" which have 
been discussed here have been of di- 
mensions which reflect credit on the 
"partisans." 

Emerson went too far in saying that 
"great causes are never tried on their 
merits." They rarely are, but this time 
I believe the fundamentals have been 
given searching consideration. 

What now can we conclude from this 
extraordinary exchange of ideas? 

Of paramount importance is the 
fact that, in our democratic society, 
business and education are reciprocals. 
Their objectives and their require- 
ments are neither conflicting nor par- 
allel; they are mutual. It is impos- 
sible to explain the growth, or to in- 
sure the survival, of either without re- 
fenUM to the other. Their function^ 
arc not interchangeable, but each is 
essential to the other. And, upon the 
effective maintenance of that mutual- 
ity, depend! to a high degree the 
existence of the American way of life. 



Both Industry and education have 
devised large units and specialized 
methods to meet the voluminous re- 
quirements of the American people. 
But the needs and the interests of in- 
dividuals, as such, are being met to a 
remarkable degree, far more so in fact 
than they were in the age of handi- 
crafts and litttle red schoalhouses. 
Where standardization does not reduce 
effectiveness it is now widely employ- 
ed; where custom work is essential, it 
is available at remarkably low ccst. 
Thus, we produce goods and services 
in vast quantities, but in amazing di- 
versity tco; similarly, we make educa-

vival long enough for them to gain the 
advantages of higher education. It M 
not an accident that our nation with 
the highest level of elementary, sec- 
ondary, and higher education in the 
history of mankind is also, the most 
productive— so productive that though 
we constitute only seven percent of 
the world's population, we produce 
nearly 50 percent of the world's gcods. 
Our mutuality of need and relation- 
ship is growing steadily greater, partly 
because civilization is becomng more 
intricate, partly because the tempo of

Won available to all who can profit 
from it without regimentation of the 
human mind cr neglect cf the indivi- 
dual as a person. We have, in short, 
learned to serve the masses without 
neglecting the individual. 

The complex requirements of a na- 
tion of individuals have generated pro- 
portionately intricate systems cf in- 
dustry and education. Big business 
and small business units are an in- 
tegral part of our culture, as are large 
and small, public and private educa- 
tional institutions. No one familiar 
with the requirements cf the Ameri- 
can economy would argue seriously 
that either big business or little busi- 
ness should be sacrified. It would be 
equally inconsistent to rail against any 
cne of the diversified elements in our 
system of higher education. The pro- 
spect points to an expansion of the de- 
mand for college-level instruction 
that we most certainly will need all

existing resources in the years ahead. 
The problem is one of better utiliza- 
tion of our educational facilities. 

The need for cooperative action now 
between business and education is il- 
luestrated by ur interdependence in 
the past. 

Without the products of American 
higher education— informed, disciplin- 
ed minds and the results of scientific 
research— industry could not have 
staffed its plants, developed new pro- 
ducts of better quality at lower cost, 
found new markets, or improved its 
operating procedures at the rate it has. 
Conversely, without the productivity 
of modern technology, it would have 
been impossible to liberate men and 
women from the struggle for bare sur-

change is increasing. Consider for ex- 
ample that our modern industrial em- 
pire needs a minimum of 30,000 new 
highly-skilled engineers each year to 
maintain present levels of production; 
that so great is the competition for 
this talent that the average college 
graduate in technical fields receives 
from five to eight offers for immedi- 
ate employment; that advances in 
seme fields are so rapid that only in- 
tensive graduate-short courses can 
keep industrial technologists up-to- 
date; that many of the basic laws and 
principles which make fruitful the 
vast industrial research of this coun- 
try come frcm the laboratories of our 
universities; that many universities 
are now extending their competence 
technology, psychology, management- 
are now extending their competence in 
training, and other fields right into 
the offices and factories of large and 
small industries. 

Or consider the role university 
scientists are playing in the develop- 
ment of a single new field — the elect- 
ronics industry. The products of such 
research and industrial ingenuity are 
enriching human life. But they also 
generate a pressing need for more and 
better-trained workers, and for the 
solution of a series of auxiliary prob- 
lems involving technological, person- 
al, and social adaptations to an elect- 
ronic age.

But the problems gen- 
erated by modern agricultural produc- 
tion literally dwarf those which have 
previously been resolved. 

Neither the educator nor the busi- 
nessman can resolve such problems 
alone. To achieve its present complex 
stature, the economy has replaced the 
jack-of-all-trades with the specialist. 
Indeed, no cne person can hope to 
keep pace with every aspect of even 
his own profession. There is a strong 
tendency for each individual to know 
prcportionately less about both relat- 
ed and unrelated areas of human 
knowledge and action. Hence, if we 
are to maintain and advance the civ- 
ilization we have created, business and 
education must become partners most 
literally. | , . 

The effectiveness of such a partner- 
ship depends, for one thing, upon our 
ability to bridge the intellectual gap 
between highly trained specialists who 
have lost touch with each other, but 
whose interests are mutual and whose 
responsibilities are reciprocal. The 
sort of cooperation proposed at this 
conference is the only way I know to 
generate effective mutuality. 

In his thoughtful advocacy of the 
cooperation cf business and education, 
Mr. Young nicely summarized the ad- 
vantages to both. During the past two 
days we have reviewed numerous ex- 
amples which provide conclusive proof 
that such cooperation is both feasible 
and profitable. I want only to stress 
the need for prompt application of 
our conclusions — and to indicate a few 
of the obstacles we will face in doing 
so. 

It is, I think, important to observe, 
first, that we who have attended this 
conference will return home with con- 
siderable knowledge of, and confi- 
dence in, the mutuality of business 
and education. Do not be suprised, 
however, if you run head-on into an- 
tagonism, or apathy, or both, when 
you return home. This type cf con- 
fusion is to be expected in an age of 
specialization where lack of knowledge 
frustrates mutual understanding and 
respect. It is relatively easy for many

Bogar Hall, Susquehanna University, 
was a very busy place on Sunday af- 
ternoon, when the University was the 
host at a reception honoring Bruce 
Mitchell, ncted painter and former 
member of the University faculty, at 
the opening of his annual exhibition.

Recently there has been a revolution 
in the annals of medical history.

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Education and Business 
A Mutual Enterprise 

(Continued from Last Week) 

My cwn institution has complex and 
cherished relations with nearly every 
type cf industrial and business enter- 
prise in Pennsylvania. Thus, on a 
project basis we do nearly a million 
dollars worth of natural-science re- 
search each year for hundreds of en- 
terprises. We train men and women 
for every type of industrial enterprise. 
We have a vast extension system 
which last year benefited nearly 300,- 
C00 Pennsylvanians, mest of whom are 
working in every type of business — 
from mines to steel plants. We handle 
management training for many in- 
dustries. But we have only one re- 
search project in the social sciences 
and humanities which is financed b> 
Industry, This is a shortcoming in our 
educational program, and I know that 
Pennsylvania enterprises are denying 
t themselves a resource that could be 
Of tremendous benefit to them. I trust 
that one of the results cf this con- 
ference will be a willingness on the 
part of educational and business lead- 
ers to explore the many possibilities 
fi r mutually advantageous cooperation 
in the social sciences and humanities. 

Fourth, let me mention what you 
all know to. be true, namely, that the 
need for increased cooperation be- 
tween business and education is a 
matter of pressing urgency. This 
conference is not. enly timely, it was 
lung overdue. More cooperative re- 
search can chance the efficiency of 
fftrffl and factory and expedite the in- 
ivitable adjustments to changing needs 
and conditions. Cooperative education 
train youth to specification, at 
minimum cost in time and money to 
i be student. It can provide the con- 
tinuing instruction throughout life re- 
'ttiisite for maximum productivity and 
the treat ive use of leisure time. 

All of these things are being done 
now in m me degree. They can be done 
better and will yield us additional re- 
turns only at the time, and to the de- 
' ne, in which we apply what we have 
learned with baring fostered the hoc* 
;, st enntention on minor matters — 
•nay I .say to the business leaders here 
that you influence the whole program 
1 l higher education in ways that you 
il>ly have not suspected. 

Let me give one significant example: 

American universities now train 
5 uni> men and women for more than 
2.000 areas of specialized endeavor. 
For a great many years, especially 
from about 1900 to 1945, many of our

universities concentrated with a ven- 
geance on sheer specialization. They 
claimed great success, for industry 
eagerly absorbed their product. The 
protests of some educators and college 
committees were lost in the onrush for 
narrower and deeper specialization. 
The fact that universites were giving 
degrees to individuals who knew a 
great deal about a little, but practi- 
cally nothing else, did not seem to 
matter. 

Many urged that while specialization 
was essential it should not prevent 
.'tudents from achieving other values: 
for example, logic, clarity, and effect- 
iveness in communication are surely 
essential to each individual, both as 
a worker and as a citizen; so is a basal 
understanding of those fields of know- 
ledge which are outside one's area of 
specialization, for most of the judge- 
ments one is called upon to make as a 
citizen are not in his field of special- 
ization; equally important, too, is the 
development of the ability to think 
critically and to arrive at valid judge- 
ments; the development of character, 
and personality which reflects char- 
acter, should not be ignored in the 
insistence for ever greater special- 
ization. And certainly we should con- 
sider ourselves failures as educators 
if we did not help each Individual stu- 
dent achieve an abiding commitment 
to the free way of life— a commit- 
ment based not upon empty indoctrin- 
ation but upon a deep understanding 
of the cardinal principles of our so- 
ciety in contrast to the principles and 
practices of other societies, bOtfl anci- 
ent and modern. 

Many, as I have said, thus argued 
for a long time, but the greatest single 
reform in infusing general education 
into specialized curricula came when 
industrial leaders began to find and 
to say emphatically that they wanted 
more in the college graduate than the 
infallibility of a mechanical man. To- 
day, universities are developing broader 
I programs designed to educate the whole 
J mind, without sacrificing essential 
specialization, and this is being done 
as much in response to insistence from 
! industry and business as it is In re- 
| sponse to the internal logic involved. 
I confess to you, indeed, that the 
major reforms and improvements which 
' have been made over the years in hlgh- 
! er education have been the result of 
social pressure from without, as much 
M the employment of vision and corn-

Christian Life Conference from Page 1 
factions say that prayer makes no dif- 
ference at all, while there are even a 
good number of people who hold that 
prayer is the only power. There are 
even some who say that it is destructive 
to man's ambition and his personal 
character. Prayer is not without limits, 
for the nature of God, and the nature 
of man both offer limits to the power 
of prayer. 

Pastor Fisher discussed and illustra- 
ted in just what areas of life, prayer 
does make a difference There were 
•three of these specific areas which he 
enumerated. The first of these areas 
was the natural world. The speaker 
noted that there is a great deal of 
unpredictability in the world around 
us. The intellectual mind is more rea- 
dy today to accept miracles, and most 
learned men of science are ready to 
admit that the best science and medi- 
cine are not absolute. The power of 
prayer in this area can readily be seen 
then, since things are not assured of 
happening exactly as science would 
predict. The second area which was 
mentioned was the use of prayer to 
fortify a person in meeting his in- 
evitable situational tensions of life. 
Here is where it is possible that pray- 
er will make all the difference in the 
world. Though prayer one can handle 
these ttnsions much better if he de- 
pends on prayer to help him.

The basic tenets of his learning 
are fear and deception. His liberties 
are few. Social traditions limit his ac- 
cepted cutlets to next to nothing. Para 
ronfianzas y secret cs no hay sujetos 
(you can confide in no one) typifies 
their associations. 

Their courtship procedure offers an 
interesting example in point. All dates 
are chaperoned, if not by the mother, 
by a sister or brother. Now although 
having chaperones might be a quaint 
custom, there is but one reason for it. 
The parents don't trust their child- 
ren. 

In seeing the life these people live, 
we see the absence of cares and wor- 
ries which are so well known to us, 
but do we see the cares and worries 
which their type of life has? In- 
variably we find ourselves taking the 
part of a spectator, never being able 
to enter Into the same realm of ex- 
perience as these people. 

The basis of their illusicnary hap- 
piness is not an easier life but an easi- 
er frame of mind — a fatalistic philos- 
( phy. Happiness cannot be achieved 
through a denial of reality but rather 
through a healthy acceptance of it. 
Offering a bigger Challenge to happi- 
ness, cur civilization also offers a big- 
uer potential f : r the production of 
happiness. We have but to recognize 
those thii.gs which enrich our lives and 
then cultivate them.

Ned Seelye Displays 
Mexican Collection 

A very interesting and picturesque 
exhibition of Mexican crafts and life 
is being featured in the library by Mr. 
Ned Seelye. Mr. Seelye spent the last 
two years attending Mexico City Col- 
lege. While there he took tours 
throughout Mexico observing social 
habits and customs of the people. He 
plans to return to Mexico for the 1954- 
55 school term. 

Mr. Seelye's collection contains var- 
ious pamphlets of historical places in 
Mexico. Two of the books on display 
contain pictures of the ruins at Yu- 
catan. These ancient ruins date back 
to 300 A.D. 

A pamphlet from the Cathederal in 
Mexico, depicting the most important 
figure in the history of Mexico, is 
most interesting in its connotation. 
This figure, the Virgin of Guadalupe, 
is the heavenly representative of the 
Mestizo race which is a mixture of 
Spanish and Mexican Indian. The 
Virgin is neither fair nor dark brown, 
but is the color of a mestizo whom the 
Mexicans consider as one of their own 
race. A book by Bernal Diaz del Cas- 
tillo, one of the soldiers of Cortez, is 
the oldest account of the Mexican con- 
quest that is known and which is in 
the collection on display.

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DIFFERENCES 



We have great freedom in forming our opinions— opinions on anything 
■and on any level. Constant differences occur in the views of various persons 
regarding the same events and happenings. This is especially true in the 
political area. We find no sense in this article in trying to editorialize or 
to interpret and justify a personal position. Everyone inevitably takes his 
own stand, and too much written material by professional editorialists and 
columnists Ls available already. Current issues are such that you have either 
a definite opinion or really no opinion at all. Only facts can add to better 
understanding, and most editorials frankly do not claim to be purveyors of 
fact. 

We, therefore, do not claim this to be an editorial in the usual sense, 
for we are talking about facts, the one fact in particular that great differences 
can exist and exist relatively peacefully in spite of the strong enthusiasms 
each proponent of a particular interpretation possesses. From the beginning, 
our country has had a history almost as notable in its differences as in its 
binding agreements. Probably that is where cur greatness lies. The Ameri- 
can Revolution was brought off only after a precarious balance of opinion 
shifted ever so slowly and slightly, at least in the initial stages. Then when 
the new ration was established, one of the phenomena was the immediate 
presence of two strong but differing viewpoints on how the government 
should be conducted. From these times on through the War of 1812, the 
Jackscnian era, the smouldering southern crises, the Civil War. the recon- 
struction, the period of great industrial growth, the Theodore Roosevelt and 
Wilsonian brands of liberalism, the Normal Twenties, and the New and Fair 
Deals down to today's headlines, a fair history of the United States could be 
drawn in the light of our differences and how tolerable compromises— based, 
ofcourse, on major common agreements— evolved from them. 

In considering differences, another historical fact which emerges Ls that 
the line separating majority and minority is often quite vague. Added to 
mere numbers of persons pro or con a given circumstance are the additional 
factors cf social, economic, and moral values. And then the fact also asserts 
itself that in spite of all our difference we are a great nation and will con- 
tinue to be such. 

To arrive at any tenable conclusion, we must consider what would be the 
converse of the situation which has prevailed and which Ls prevailing here 
today— namely, what would we be like under almost perfect agreement. No 
lengthy examples and proofs need be cited. We need only to examine care- 
fully the current hLstory and position of the peoples of the Soviet Union or 
the history of the Hitler Third Reich of a few years back. In short, with- 
out further searching or analyzaticn, we arrive at the most important and 
at the same time the most comforting conclusion we can reach in these troubled 
days: the time really to worry is when we agree unanimously and are forced 
to agree unanimously, not when we disagree and are free to disagree.

SU REPRESENTED 
AT PENN MEETING 

This past Friday and Saturday, 
March 19 and 20, the Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania Conference on Student Partici- 
pation in Politics was held in Houston 
Hall at the University of Pennsylvania. 
The conference was sponsored by The 
Citizenship Clearing House, aided by 
a grant from the Falk Foundation. 
The purpose of the gathering was 
to acquaint college students more ful- 
ly with the workings of the political 
parties, and to show how students 
could new and later take an active 
part in politics. 

Students and faculty members from 
over 25 Pennsylvania colleges and uni- 
versities attended the sessions. Parti- 
cipating from Susquehanna University 
were Dr. William A. Russ, Jr., Arlan 
Gilbert, and Henry Albright. 

The first activity was a dinner meet- 
ing Friday evening presided over by 
Robert T. McCracken, chairman of the 
trustees of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. The main speaker was Dr. Ste- 
phen K. Bailey, who is a perfect ex- 
ample of the meeting of the academic 
and the theoretical with the political 
and the practical. Dr. Bailey is pro- 
fessor of political science at Wesleyan 
University and also is mayor of Mid- 
dleton, Connecticut, a medium-size 
thriving community. In his excellent 
address, Dr. Bailey emphasized the 
need for the academic and political 
life to meet each other in certain areas 
to the advantage of both. He pointed 
out that the basic difference between 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
lies not in the constitutions but rather 
, in the fact that we have two parties 
[ whereas the Soviets have only one. Our 
two political organizations recognize 
that they cannot change human na- 
ture but must work within its bounds. 
Our democracy consequently lies be- 
tween the two parties, not within them. 
Democracy improves as the control- 
ling elite of the parties' inner circles 
improve. Dr. Bailey concluded by stat- 
ing that the academic profession can 
aid in getting mere people interested 
and acquainted with politics, thus im- 
proving the caliber of political life 
and its participants.

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Conference on Student Politics

Saturday morning four section meet- 
ings were held, all concerned with stu- 
dent relationships to political parties. 
In these meetings conducted by pro- 
fessors and political leaders, the stu- 
dents discussed various questions re- 
lating to their ideas and what experi- 
ences with politics they may have had. 
The success cf college political science 
courses was discussed, as well as types 
of activities related to politics which 
students and graduates could pursue. 
Acquaintance with and work on the 
lowest political levels was emphasized. 

Student attitudes and political 
choices were questioned. It was strong- 
ly brought out by the leaders that 
politics are not essentially dirty, that 
in truth they are the basis of our 
whole system, but at the same time 
they should be improved by better ed- 
ucation and better participants. All 
the political leaders agreed that youth 
was a great asset to the parties. The 
parties welcome and need young 
people. However, the idealism of young 
people is not always welcomed, so 
young political enthusiasts must real- 
ize that their rise in the parties must 
generally be based on long hard, 
practical work. Students were advised 
that they could do more on the whole 
within one of the major parties than 
in an outside group. The over-all idea 
that came out of the section meetings 
was that young people who are inter- 
ested in politics can and should acti- 
vely participate. 

The section meeting which the Sus- 
uqehanna representatives attended was 
presided over by Mr. Charles Hep- 
burn, a Philadelphia attorney who is 
chairman of the well known non- j 
partisan Committee of Seventy which j 
has been leading the Philadelphia j 
Charter fight. A political representa- , 
tive at this meeting was one of the 
Delaware County commissioners who 
is also a Republican leader. A general 
summary of the various section meet- 
ings was conducted by Dr. Herman 
■omen of Haverford. 

The concluding session was a lun- 
cheon presided over by Dr. C. Canby 
Balderston, Dean of the Wharton 
School at the University cf Pennsyl- 
vania. At this meeting the conference 
had the opportunity to see politics 
from still another viewpoint. The 
ftpeakon wire deliberately partisan 
and actually presented campaign 
speeches, Senator George M. Leader 
Of York County, who spoke first, is 
the candidate for the Democratic nom- 
ination for governor. He presented 
the lummary of state conditions as 
seen by the Democrats and gave his 
reasons why he fell the Republicans 
should not be returned to office. The 
Republican representative scheduled to 
appear was Lieutenant Governor Lloyd 
Wood, the candidate for the Republi- 
can nomination for governor. Because 
of his prior commitment to another 
engagement, his place was taken by 



Gene D. Smith, Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth. Mr. Smith defended the 
Republican record and predicted cer- 
tain victory. After the two political 
leaders answered questions directed to 
them by their audience, the general 
conference adjourned. 

Most of the hundred cr more who 
attended probably felt that such con- 
ferences are helpful and worthwhile 
as well as interesting. Conferences 
like this can attain the result not only 
of invoking greater present student 
interest but also of establishing a basis 
for active participation in politics in 
some manner or form after graduation.

Orthopedic Surgery of the University 
of Washington School of Medicine un- 
der grants from the National Research 
Council, the Atomic Energy Comimis- 
sion, and the State of Washington 171 
Tax Fund.

They were 
either to drop the competitive sports 
system here at S.U., or to subsidize 
our teams enough so that our teams 
can proudly carry the name of Sus- 
quehanna University in competitive 
sports. The decision was made to sub- 
sidize our sports system. It was agreed 
unanimously by the board that this 
decision would undoubtedly bolster the 
i morale of the present student body as 
well as future S.U. students. 

The plans for the new conservatory 
cf music were discussed and pasted. 
A great surprise was announced. A 
college chapel is to be erected in 1955, 
and a full-time college chaplain is to 
be employed. A new system of chapel 
will be planned accordingly. 

Due to the expected and long await- 
ed increase in enrollment it has been 
announi ed that all professors will re- 
ceive a twenty-five percent Increase in 
salary this coming school year. 

In a recent meeting of the profes- 
sors cf Susquehanna University the 
recommendations cf the Middle At- 
lantic States Evaluation Committee 
were read and considered, 

Of prime importance was the com- 
mittee's evaluation 01 OUT grading sys- 
tem. It was net revealed what the com- 
mittee recommended, as that Informa- 
tion is held strictly private. But it 
has been aim unced that all grades will 

be raised i ne letter grade. 

The <ut system was also discussed 
and questioned. A new system will be 
adopted beginning April ef this year:

This is an incredible story. You may 
believe it or not, as you like, but I'll 
tell it to you as it happened to me. 

I am a little boy eight years eld.

That evening I asked how about 
the bread and she told me how it was 
to represent His body, crucified, seal- 
ed in the tomb, and risen that holy 
day. And then and there I decided I 
must try my experiment. I had to 
find cut! 

Early the next morning, I took the 
bread frcm my pocket, went out in 
the back yard, and with my hands I 
dug a little hole in the ground. Then, 
gently, I placed the bread inside, and 
covered it with a big stone, the biggest 
I could find. I couldn't believe it, I 
just couldn't! Only if I could see it, 
I would know and understand for 
sure.

These scholarships were planned and 
approved by the administration as 
part of the centennial celebration. The 
idea was originated by the committee 
for promotion of the centennial class 
of which Mr. Dan MacCuish is chair- 
man. The scholarship plan was devel- 
oped by a sub-committee consisting cf 
Dr. G. Morris Smith, Dean Russell 
Gait, Dr. Arthur Wilson, Mr. Bernard 
Krapf, Mr. Dan MacCuish, and Mrs. 
Frederick Stevens. Also, Dean Russell 
Gait is chairman of the committee 
which will make the actual presenta- 
tion cf awards. 

Bulletins announcing these scholar- 
ships were sent to all of the high 
schools in Pennsylvania and New Jer- 
sey and to a select number in New 
York, Connecticut, Delaware, Mary- 
land, and Washington, D. C. These 
bulletins were also made available to 
the Lutheran churches in the Central 
Pennsylvania Synod and to those 
churches outside the Synod where 
there are Susquehanna Alumni. The 
centennial scholarships which are 
available to all prospective liberal arts 
students will be awarded as follows: 
two to be awarded at $2000 ($500 per 
year); two to be awarded at $1600 
i$4C0 per year); two to be awarded at 
$1200 ($300 per year); and two to be 
awarded at $800 ($200 per year). 
These will not be work scholarships, 
: but outright grants in aid. Preference 
| will be given to four-year students.

Volumes could be filled and have be<en filled with the endless story of 
Hiving and those who have given. Especially in this season of the year we think 
more seriously than ever of the One Whose' days among men were lived as a 
constant giving ministry and Whose death on the crass was the sacrifice unto 
salvation. Pondering the grace of giving, puts a new facade on the old adage:

Education, Foundation, 
Democracy 

My subject this evening contains 
three "fighting words"; education, 
foundation, democracy. All that is 
basic in our lives today can be en- 
compassed in these words. Much that 
this conference is trying to accomplish 
can be defined in the terms of my 
title. 

Let us think for a few minutes of 
what we mean by "democracy". We 
perhaps define it as a free society, in 
which each individual has an oppor- 
tunity to develop his own powers; in 
which the actives of the groups are 
organized to achieve this end. 

This kind of society has been a 
dream since the patriarch Abraham 
first went out into an unknown coun- 
try—by faith— to found a city of which 
the architect and builder was God. It 
was a dream to Pericles to set him- 
self to establish a true democracy in 
Athens. St. Augustine in his "City cf 
God", Sir Thomas More in his "Utop- 
ia", and Thomas Jefferson striving to 
create a "more perfect union"— all 
these prophets and statesmen have 
held a vision of this kind of society— 
a vision to which we in this room are 
dedicated. 

What can higher education do to 
strengthen the foundation of demo- 
cracy, and why has industry so great 
a stake in its being a success? Admiral 
Moreell has pointed out with eloquence 
that our country needs men and wo- 
men of understanding and vision, even 
mere than it needs technical experts. 
He has put his finger on the reason 
why industry cannot survive in a 
democracy without liberal arts edu- 
cation. The more perfect our techni- 
que; the more highly trained our spec- 
ialists, the more we need men and wo- 
men and character and understanding 
to inhabit the complex world we are 
creating. 

America is in grave peril today, not 
only from outsiders but from within. 
It has been frequently said that we 
have learned to conquer these secrets 
cf nature and to harness her forces 
to the services of mankind. We have 
made available the resources of the 
universe for the use of the common 
man. The standard of living in the 
United States is higher now than it 
has been anywhere at any time. 

Our workers own more cars, more 
homes, and more television sets than 
once one would have thought possible. 
The battle with poverty and disease 
has been well fought and is on the 
way to being won. Our public hous- 
ing projects and medical centers rise 
to the sky and each day brings the 
news cf the discovery of a remarkable 
drug, or cf the advance and the con- 
quest of disease. Our land is dotted 
with wonderful new school buildings, 
educational theories, equipped with 
constructed according to the latest 
every new gadget known to man. 

With all these great material ad- 
vances we are growing poorer and 
pocrer as a nation. We are consumed 
with the fear of the Soviet Union, and 
instead of rising up in our might to 
prove to the world that democracy 
works and that it can foster human 
happiness and goodness, we spend our 
time looking in corners for bogey- 
men who might have belonged to the 
communist party. 

With all our great technical assets 
we are restless, and often unhappy.

We have no idea what to do with the 
leisure for which the modern work- 
week provides. We have lost our faith 
in moral values and in the validity of 
human progress. When I was young, 
it would never have occurred to me 
that I was not part of a stream of 
events which would take the world 
upward and onward to better things. 
It would be hard to find a young per- 
son today who believes that the world 
was getting better. So I come back 
to my thesis; the right kind of edu- 
cation is the truest foundation for 
democracy, and is necessary for the 
survival of free enterprise. And I 
would like a minute to speak of what 
seems to me the right kind of educa- 
tion. 

First, it must provide a sense cf pro- 
portion and of history. A young man 
who has only technical knowledge 
will have no understanding of the 
benefits of democracy or of his place 
in the great stream cf events since 
the origin of civilization. He will adopt 
the political philosophy or will vote for 
the man who promises him the most, 
with no understanding of why this 
kind of philosophy simply will not 
work. He will have no interest in de- 
fending his country, because he will 
have no idea cf its uniqueness or its 
place in history. 

Second, education must give op- 
portunities for creative development 
and for enrichment cf personality. 
Unless a boy or girl is exposed to the 
great cultural treasures of our western 
inheritance, the man or woman will 
be poorer indeed. We wonder why- 
people use only television, radio, movies, 
or automobiles in their spare time. 
We wonder why they clutter up parks 
and beauty spots with litter. We are 
disturbed because our own sons and 
daughters always have to be enter- 
tained, usually at great expense. Is 
not the answer they have not been 
given much information but little real 
knowledge? Here may I say a special 
word for the liberal arts college for 
women. The tastes and interest of 
young people are largely in the hands 
of the mother of the family. If we 
want to develop homes in which read- 
ing, artistic enjoyment, and creative 
activities are natural to the young, we 
must give our young women the full- 
est opportunity to develop these in- 
terests themselves. 

Finally, cur education must give a 
sound sense of moral and spiritual 
values. It must support the church 
and the home in providing our young 
people with sound objectives for their 
own lives and with a discrimination 
which will make them able to tell right 
from wrong. I know only too well that 
these values come basically from the 
home, but I also know that the home 
needs all the help it can get from the 
school and the college and the church. 
Philosophy and history, literature and 
languages, social sciences, art and 
music— these must all be added to 
training in science and mathematics. 
These must be fostered if we are to 
have guidance in making the kind of 
world that is worth preserving. 

What does it profit a man if he gain 
the whole world and loses his own 
life? Education can give training for 
living a good life, and so is the truest 
foundation for democracy.

point of "perhaps" establishing a foun- 
dation or agency as a clearing -house 
to help hard-pressed smaller liberal- 
arts colleges. 

Robert R. Young, Chairman of the 
Beard of the Chesapeake and Ohio ' 
Railway, who crystallized the idea for | 
the conference with a talk at Barnard 
College last February entitled "A Mar- 
riage of Business and Industry," said 
that he is hopeful "the marriage at 
least develops into a courtship." 

Mr. Young told the assembly that 
his board of directors had approved 
an appropriation to further the idea 
of the "Industry-College Conference." 

Henry T. Heald, Chancellor of New 
York University, said that "the propos- 
al for regional meetings seems one of 
the best things to come out of the con- 
ference." He said such local meetings 
should be "direct contact" between 
colleges and industry and not through 
the medium of other organizations with 
a multitude of interests. And he also 
spoke of the possibility of a national 
agency to act as a clearing-house to 
develop the purposes of the confer- 
ence.

The Critic Speaks 



On Wednesday evening. May 5, the 
Susquehanna University Players com- 
pleted the annual Shakespearean Fes- 
tival of two weeks, this year with an 
excellent production of Macbeth un- 
der the excellent coaching of Mr. Axel 
Kleinsorg. In 1950, Mr. Kleinsorg be- 
gan the tradition cf the spring Shake- 
spearean Festival with a production of 
Macbeth. 

Gifted interpetations cf their roles 
were given by Clyde Kauffman as Mac- 
beth, Audrey Vollman as Lady Mac- 
beth, and William Vanderhoof as Mac- 
duff. All three brought great dignity 
to their lines and a genuine feeling cf 
dramatic intensity. Bill managed 
very convincingly with the only auth- 
entic Oxford accent attempted by any 
member of the cast. 

Particularly gcod in supporting roles 
were big Jim Showalter as the Porter, 
a part for which his sense cf humor 
fitted him admirably; Frank Chango 
as the Page, a characterization to 
which he brought the sufficient 
amount of deference and diffidence; 
Claire Haggerty as a Gentlewoman; 
and George Backer as an English Doc- 
tor. The last two menticned did an 
excellent piece of work as the eaves- 
droppers in the sleep-walking scene. 

In fact, if one were to pick out any 
scenes as being superior to the general 
artistry of the whole play, one might 
mention the sleep-walking scene and 
the banquet scene as the ones most 
filled with dramatic intensity in their 
effect upon the audience. Audrey Voll- 
man seemed to be at her best in the 
first of these and Clyde Kauffman at 
his best in the latter. 

More than fifty people had a hand 
or several fists in the production, and 
so it is difficult to give everyone his 
just due. However, it seems to the 
present reviewer that stellar roles also 
were played by Paul Rogers, faith- 
fully at the console of his own Ham- 
mond electric organ during every mo- 
ment of each performance as well as 
for the long and tiring hours of re- 
hearsal.

Dr. Leach Publishes 
Results of Research 

Dr. John R. Leach, assistant pro- 
fessor of music a Stusquehanna Uni- 
versity, and authority on "contempo- 
rary American organ music," is a con- 
tributor this month to "The Diapason", 
official journal of the American Guild 
of Organists. 

Under the heading "Organ Teacher 
Poll Shows Preferences in American 
Music," Dr. Leach reports on a five- 
year research project, the purpose of 
which, according to the author, "is to 
encourage the use of significant music 
by contemporary American composers." 

"Any organist," says Dr. Leach, "who 
makes a careful examination of com- 
positions by American composers, will 
discover a relatively large amount of 
music which can be used effectively 
in performance and in teaching. In 
contrast to the amount of music avail- 
able, he can also find reports which 
shew an annual decrease in the use of 
such works by organists. Some editors, 
educators and musicians have been 
aware of this neglect of contempor- 
ary music by native-born composers." 

Dr. Leach examined many works of 
Amercian composers and listed in his 
article some 200 most frequently used 
by teachers and organists. 

Dr. Leach is a graduate of Selins- 
grove High School and is the son of 
Mr. Clayton E. Leach, well known 
banker.

Work of distrubuting the present 
edition cf the SUSQUEHANNA UNI- 
VERSITY STUDIES was completed 
this week. This annual journal of fac- 
ulty research articles has been pub- 
lished regularly for nineteen consecu- 
tive years. Contributors to the current 
issue include Dr. Russell Wieder Gil- 
bert with a paper entitled "Susque- 
hanna's Aims"; Dr. Thomas F. Arm- 
strong, Jr., "An Experiment in Case 
Method Teaching at Susquehanna 
University"; Dr. John Robert Leach, 
"In Defense of Contemporary Ameri- 
can Music"; and Dr. Waldemar Zag- 
ars, "Marxism and the Soviet Concept 
of Civilization." 

The editorial board consists of Presi- 
dent G. Morris Smith, Dean Russell 
Gait, Dr. George E. Fisher, Dr. George 
F. Dunkelberger, Dr. William A. Russ, 
Jr., Dr. Russell Wieder Gilbert, and Dr. 
Arthur Herman Wilson, chairman and 
founder, as of 1936. 

With the appearance of the present 
number of the STUDIES statistics in- 
dicate that there are four and a half 
volumes new in print, comprising 1130 
pages with an average of almost 60 
pages for each issue, or a total of 76 
articles from 30 individual faculty 
members during the last 19 years. 
Copies are mailed to 400 college li- 
braries and leading educators through- 
out the nation. A pioneer among small 
colleges, the publication has received 
recognition in national standard list- 
ings and is now subsidized by the en- 
dowed Susquehanna University Press, 
established in 1944 through the work 
of Dr. Wilson.

This two week festival serves a dual purpose; one, it provides extra- 
curricular activities for students interested in dramatics, and two, it con- 
tributes to the publicity program of the college by introducing prospective 
students to S. U. Thus it is important that we greet our friends with the 
courtesy and friendliness that usually prevails on our campus. We should 
leave them with a favorable impression of S. U. and a desire to return. 

However, this has not always been the case. False impressions have been 
created as our visitors were subjected to "wolf whistles" and petty remarks 
emerging from the windows of G. A. and Selinsgrove Halls. Is this the way 
we greet our friends? Is this action becoming to a host? Is it fair to your 
fellow students who are in the cast? Is It right for us to undermine the hard 
work of Mr. Axel Kleinsorg? 

I don't think so. Most students are proud of S. U. and give it their all. 
If the remainder can't help constructively, at least they should refrain from 
being destructive. 

College has often been defined as the moulder of men. This doesn't occur 
automatically. It requires a man who has found himself— a man with a 
healthy attitude and a purpose in life. This man must rationally consolidate 
his strengths and compensate for his weaknesses. His only hope for success 
is through constant preparedness and ability to meet life's joys and sorrows. 
This formula will mould our raw product into a man with strength of char- 
acter— "a man who," as Thomas Oarlyle stated it, "can answer the everlasting 
yea of life." 

If we are able to follow this formula, situations similar to the undesirable 
circumstances that prevailed during the Shakespearean Festival will not occur. 
Let's all take inventory of our goal in life. Let's be sure that we are not con- 
stantly sidetracked on one of the side roads. Let's correct our past indiscreet 
action during the festival by never permitting it to happen again. Let's all 
keep up the tradition of a friendly campus and a friendly word for all. We can 
do much for S. U. by merely speaking to our visitors and friends and making 
them feel at home.

media, especially pastels. The pictures 
currently showing at Susquehanna's 
Bogar Hall are all done in oil, and 
.-how Mr. Stark's easy and facile use 
0l his medium. The gentle and subtle 
grays cf planes in his industrials; the 
brilliant sunlight on the hills and steep 
streets of the mountain towns cannot 
fail to charm the viewer. Many of his 
pictures make use of backlighting, so 
effective in bringing life and sparkle 
to water and foliage. His small moon- 
lit canvas entitled "Date Night" is in- 
teresting bcth for its color and its 
subtle humor. "Hill Street, White 
Mills, Pennsylvania" shows a keen ap- 
preciation of intricate perspective and 
planes, as also does "Ccaldale Break- 
er." The only still life in the show is 
the large "Gcurds," in which Mr. 
Stark handles with ease and facility 
of eclor and form a grouping of vege- 
tables and utensils; although this was 
intended as a personal experiment, it 
was sc well conceived that it found 
its way naturally into a formal exhi- 
bition. The marines are done with a 
heavily-loaded brush, and the effect 
of the impaste technique is to give a 
powerful feeling of the quiet sluggish- 
ness of water at the pier, or of its pon- 
derous crashing overhead against the 
rocky ccasts; the gulls which soar 
overhead are given added life and 
reality by being painted almost in 
low relief.

CAMPUS ANNOUNCE 
LAUNDRY SERVICE 

In answer to many inquires, here 
are four methods of providing for the 
rare cf the student's laundry at Sus- 
quehanna. 

Commercial service is provided by 
Abelove Laundry. It provides sheets, 
pillowcases, and towels once a week 
to the students who pay for this ser- 
vice by the semester. 

Westinghouse laundromats in the 
college laundry building are operating 
under the same system as last year. 
The laundromats are provided for the 
students' use by the Men's and Wo- 
men's Student Councils. This week 
the men may use the machines in the 
morning while the women have the 
privilege in the afternoon. Next week 
the schedule will be reversed. The 
schedule will alternate throughout the 
college year. Directions for the wash- 
ers are fcund on the machines. Stu- 
dents are required to provide their own 
sap flakes. The girls' dormitories are 
equipped with irons and ironing boards. 
In the future we hope to have irons 
in the college laundry building for the 
men's use. 

Laundry can also be sent to Becks, 
the local laundry. The students are 
asked to place their laundry bags in 
the hallway. Collections and returns 
are handled through school. 

Another laundry facility preferred 
by some students is sending your laun- 
dry home through the local past office 
on the corner of Market and Walnut 
Streets.

Davis, whose work is frequently seen 
at the Eggleston and other New York 
Galleries, returned from Greece only 
last June, where he had been resident 
at the auditorium of the United States 
Information Service, which was en- 
thusiastically received.

Many loyal Susquehanna students traveled to Swarthmore 
last Saturday only to see the Garnets crush the Crusaders 27-0. 
Coach Stagg's T formation was no match for the strong single 
wing formation of the Garnets. 



Swarthmore wasted little time 
posting a score and showing the Sus- 
quehanna eleven that they were in 
far a rough afternoon of football. The 
Garnets' first break came when wing- 
back Bill Bruce recovered a fumble 
on the opening kickoff on the Susque- 
hanna twenty eight yard line.

A faculty-student committee meeting 
was held on Friday, October 29, at 
which time final plans were made for 
Homecoming, Saturday, November 13. 
Mr. Phillip Bossart, instructor in 
psychology, has been a member of a 
research team which has recently pub- 
lished a study analyzing accident 
causation on the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike. One of the prime goals of the 
study was description and definition of 
driver behavior that led directly to 
accident involvement. The report is 
published by the Pennsylvania Turn- 
pike Commisssion and showed that 
66,5% of accidents were precipitated 
directly by human error and only 
13.5' ; by vehicle failure. 

The annual meeting of the Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Universities of 
Pennsylvania took place in Hershey 
on Monday, November 1.

In the by-laws of the Constitution of the Women's Student 
Council under number twelve, general regulations, part a, it is 
stated:

Suppose we all keep this in mind today 
and everyday even as we rush anxiously to the lounge for our 
mail in the morning, and we will find we'll be getting a smile 
instead of a frown from the senior, junior, or whoever it may 
be when we have elbowed our way past. And remember also, 
friendships form through courtesy, respect, and acknowledge- 
ment of the individual.

Juniata College rolled to its twelfth consecutive gridiron 
victory in a bid for two undefeated seasons in a row. Scoring 
at leak once in every period, the football machine from Hunt- 
ingdon piled up 46 points against 6 for Susquehanna.

Six minutes 
later and a S.U. fumble, Don Pheasant, 
who hadn't heard hunting season had 
started, fired a 20 yard pass to end 
Barry Drexler and with a leaping catch 
Drexler scored the second T.D. Veto 
stepped back from his tackle position 
and booted the pigskin through the 
uprights again. 

Pat Tarquinio started the second 
quarter off with a 27 yard flip to Drex- 
ler. Seconds later Ron Bechtal gal- 
loped over the goal. Making a habit 
of kicking extra points, Joe Veto once 
again converted. 

Fighting hard to get a drive going, 
the Crusaders fumbled again and 
Juniata grabbed the ball on the 25 
yard stripe. On the next play, Tar- 
quinio picked his way through the 
Crusader secondary into paydirt. Joe 
Veto missed the goalposts this time. 
The half ended with the Indians lead- 
ing 27 - 0. 

Pheasant got into the scoring act 
in the third quarter by sprinting 34 
yards. Keith Birmingham missed the 
try for the extra point. 

The stage was now set for the longest 
run of the day. Bob Gulick, starting 
his first game, electrified the crowd 
with a beautiful display of broken- 
field running. After faking a punt i 
deep in his own territory he made his 
way to the Juniata 20 yard line. A 
jaunt of 64 yards, and the deepest 
penetration into enemy territory thus 
far. An interception of a Purnell pass 
however, ended the threat. 

As the final quarter got underway, 
the Juniata passing ace Tarquinio 
pitched. 40 yards to Bob Sill who was 
waiting in the end zone. Again Bir- 
mingham failed to convert. 

Another S.U. miscue provided the 
final score for the visitors. The Stagg- 
men played "hot-potato" with the ball 
for the fifth time. George Zeh skirted 
on their own 10 yard line and fumbled 
right end for six more points. Glen 
Hassinger closed the books for Juniata 
with the extra point. 

The loyal fans of the Orange and 
Maroon were finally rewarded in the 
waning moments of the game as Fresh- 
man Dick Purnell found a hole in the 
line and then out-raced the Blue and 
White backs for the first Susquehanna 
touchdown of the year. The play cov- 
ered 60 yards. 

The Crusaders travel to New York 
next week for a tussle with the Wagner 
Seahawks. Then they return home 
the following weekend and take on 
Haverford College on Homecoming 
Day.

He is 
well-known to the mural world, and 
murals of his in lacquer are found on 
Staten Island, Clemson College, and 
Columbia, South Carolina. 

Mr. Petroff's work belongs to the 
modern school of painting very de- 
cidedly. He is strongly influenced by 
the cubist movement, yet he has so in- 
interwoven this element into his 
rationalistically impressionistic pictures 
that one is neither irritated nor con- 
fused and repelled. His use of color is 
firm and powerful, and particularly 
noticeable is his employment of pat- 
tern and design. The repetition of 
motifs both as a design in itself and 
as a subtle contribution to a larger 
over-all pattern is most interesting. 

This show by one of the country's 
outstanding watercolor artists is one 
which the University is happy to spon- 
sor, and to which it sincerely invites its 
friends. The show will remain on dis- 
play through Saturday, November 13. 
Following the Petroff exhibition the 
University proudly presents its bi- 
ennial showing of Japanese prints, 
further notice of which will be given 
later.

Paris-born Henri Aubert first studied 
violin at the age of six with his father 
who was a violin maker in Paris.

Marine Officer to 
Visit S. U., November 15 

Captain E. H. Utley, the Marine 
Corps Officer Procurement Officer, will 
be at Susquehanna University on Mon- 
day, November 15, 1954, to discuss op- 
portunities for students to earn a com- 
mission as a second lieutenant in the 
U.S. Marine Corps. 

The Marine Corps offers two officer 
training programs to students here at 
Susquehanna University. Seniors may 
be eligible for the Officer Candidate 
Course and freshmen, sophomores and 
juniors may be eligible for the Platoon 
Leaders Class. 

Neither of these programs require 
specialized studies or drills during the 
school term. Training for members of 
the Platoon Leaders Class take place 
during the summer vacation. The sum- 
mer training lasts for six weeks during 
each of two summers. During the 
training, members receive $140 to $180, 
plus their food, uniforms, medical care, 
and transportation to and from the 
training camp located at Marine 
Corps Schools, Quantico, Virginia. En- 
rollees receive commissions as second 
lieutenants in the Marine Corps Re- 
serve after they have graduated from 
college. Under Selective Service Law, 
a member of the Platoon Leaders Class 
is deferred from induction until after 
graduation. 

Seniors who enter the Officer Can- 
didate Course are ordered to active 
duty alter graduation and become sec- 
ond lieutenants upon successful com- 
pletion of ten weeks of officer train- 
ing at Marine Corps Schools, Quantico, 
Virginia. Following this, the commis- 
sioned officer attends a five month

Jazz, according to Webster, is dance 
music, usually of a "hot" Improvisa- 
tory nature, with syncopated rhythms 
(sounds like a diseass, doesn't it?)

Naval Reserve, representing the office 
of Naval Officer Procurement in Phila-

Any college graduate or any senior 
whose graduation is less than six 
months away may now apply for this 
program regardless of his college major. 

Lieutenant (jg) Hopkins entered the 
Navy as an enlisted man in August 
1851. In November 1951, he was ac- 
cepted for the OC program and was 
commissioned in March 1952, at New- 
port. R.I. Since commissioning he has 
served on various ships. 

The Navy's Officer Candidate School 
is located at Newport, R.I. and selected 
candidates will be ordered there for 
a four month course. Upon successful 
completion of the course, officer candi- 
dates will be appointed as Ensign or 
lieutenant (jg), depending an age, in 
the U.S. Naval Reserve and required 
to serve three years of active duty. 

Line officers will be ordered to ap- 
propriate billets and staff corps offi- 
cers will be given additional indoctrin- 
at'on under the supervision of their 
corps.

Parties Begin Today 

Tonight marks the starting point 
for the parties at the three fraterni- 
ties. The consummation of weeks of 
planning and work will be demonstra- 
ted at each party. Tonight, the first 
party or smoker, will take place at 
Theta Chi fraternity. Wednesday 
night Bond and Key will play host to 
the boys who will soon be neophytes. 
Phi Mu Delta will entertain the rush- 
ees Thursday evening. All three frat- 
ernities have a well planned program 
set up for the prospective pledges. 

For the rushing season, 71 men have 
signed their names as men who want 
to become pledges. A quota has been 
set according to the number of broth- 
ers in each fraternity. No fraternity 
is allowed to pledge more than thus 
number, although an additional num- 
ber may be retained and be pledged in 
the spring of 1955. Under the quota 
system Phi Mu Delta is allowed to 
pledge 28 men.

The following rules have been adopt- 
ed by the fraternity senate that should 
be considered by both rushers and 
rushees: 

"During the rushmg season, from 
Monday at 9:00 a.m. to Friday at mid- 
night, rushing to prohibited in the 
residential sections of Selinsgrove and 
G. A. Halls." 

"These individuals who, after having 
been invited to a smoker, decide not to 
attend, may be rushed by the other two 
fraternities after 8:30 p.m. of the even- 
ing of the smoker."

To say there is room for 
improvements would be foolish. After 
running the losing streak to twelve 
garm.s improvement must be para- 
mount in the minds of the administra- 
tion, coaches, alumni, players and the 
loyal Susquehanna rooters. 

The way I see the picture, it will 
take two years to produce a winning 
team. This year twenty new fresh- 
men started playing football for the 
Crusaders, and a completely new type 
of offense was installed. 

Next year will show a much stronger 
and more experienced team. Jim An- 
oia will be missing at the end posi- 
tion, which is a trcmentous loss no 
matter how you look at it. To fill this 
gap, however, there is a flock of cap- 
able men including letter-winner Veryl 
Milroy, Lenny Quick, Jack Anthony, 
John McClain.and newcomer Chal- 
mers Bartlow, who sparkled in the 
Freshmen-Sophomore game. 

The strongest position in the line will 
be at tackle with a host of returning 
veterans; first-stringers Lenny De- 
Silva and Bob Chamberlain, plus Gor- 
don Thompson and Joe Scully. 

At guard returning lettermen are 
Walt Bcnham and Jack Schaefer with 
Jerry Wilson and Jack Schaefer to 
back them up. 

There are several men to fill the 
empty center slot. Pete Nunn, Jim 
Keiser, and Joe Meyer will all be try- 
ing. 

The loss of Ken Erdley and Gun- 
ner Haag will really hurt; otherwise 
there is no great change in the back- 
field. Bob Lewis and Chuck Bailes will 
handle the quarterback-ing. Dick Pur- 
nell will do the passing and the other 
assignments will be taken by Bob Gul- 
ick, George Orren, Bob Yerger, and 
George Pospisil. 

This lineup, you must remember, 
will also be aided by the incoming 
freshmen and G.I.'s. The squad should 
number about 30 or 35 men, which 
would be the largest in recent years. 

But I don't believe they will be ready 
for a winning year. There is still a 
lot of hard work ahead, and many 
things to be learned. I do think the 
losing streak will be broken, and in 
the following season, 1956, the Cru- 
saders will really start to roll. We

Library News 

The library has just purchased a 
facsimile edition of William Shake- 
speare's Comedies, Histories, and Trag- 
edies. It will be on the reference shelf 
end anyone wishing to use it may do 
so. 

This is one of the greatest books ever 
printed. The first Folio of Shakes- 
peare's plays was issued in 1623. It is 
reproduced by the latest photographic 
techniques and is considerably more 
convenient and portable than its bulky 
predecessors. The pages are slightly 
reduced from the original, while the 
text remains legible, a faithful repro- 
duction of the famous Huth copy of 
the First Folio now owned by the. 
Elizabethan Club at Yale. The con- 
tents include— with the exception of 
Pericles— all of the 37 plays now pub- 
lished in the complete works of 
Shakespeare. Charles Tyler Prouty, 
pi fesscr of English at Yale, has con- 
tributed an introduction on the 
printing of the Folio, the altering of 
the theatrical text of the plays, and 
the playwriting have printing prac- 
tket of Shakespeare's day. 

Helge Kokerritz, professor of Eng- 
li.-h at Yale, has added line and scene 
number* to that the Folio can be com- 
pared with modern texts. Liberal out- 
margins and a special paper suit- 
I) le lor writing in ink have been used 
in the edition for those readers who 
wish to make notes. 

In addition to Shakespeare's Come- 
dies, Histories, and Tragedies the li- 
brary bought a 1954 edition of the En- 
cyclopedia Americana. It is also on 
the reference shelf for use.

EDWARD A. KEHR 

Mr. Kehr to Lecture 
On Foreign Policy 

The Star Course for January 4th will 
be held in the Chapel at 8:15 and will 
feature the widely traveled journalist, 
Ernest A. Kehr, who will speak on the 
"United States Foreign Policv At 
Work". 

Few journalists have traveled as ex- 
tensively and continously as Ernest 
Kehr, a member of the editorial staff 
of the New York Herald-Tribune. He 
has reported from five continents- 
Europe, Asia, Africa and North and 
South America— and knows all of 
them well. 

Born in Switzerland, he was brought 
to the U.S. at the age of one. His 
father, who believed in travel, sent 
him alone to Europe at the age of 
eleven. He made his way through Ger- 
many, Switzerland, France, Italy, Eng- 
land, and Belgium, developing a liking 
for travel that has stayed with him. 

Educated in New York City, Mr. 
Kehr was planning to teach after re- 
ceiving his M.A. from New York Uni 
versity. Instead, he decided he want- 
ed to work on a newspaper, and he be- 
came the Hobby News Editor of the 
New Ycrk World-Telegram. 

In 1939 Mr. Kehr joined the editorial 
staff of the New York Herald-Tribune. 
Because of his knowledge of so many 
countries, Kehr is not limited to any 
specific assignment. He contributes 
to the editorial, travel and news pages, 
is on the Sunday Feature Staff, and is 
also Stamp Editor. Called on to write 
about any one of the many world 
spots in the news on a moment's notice, 
he specializes in interpreting the poli- 
cies of countries involved in U.S. policy 
from their own point of view.

The questions pertained mostly to 
religion and liberalism of religious 
ideals. In 1950 he repeated the test 
with the same group of people. He 
found there was a change toward li- 
beralism for all colleges although the 
Lutheran group remained slightly more 
conservative. The author feels that 
this shift toward liberalism is not the 
result of a certain age or the attitude 
taught in college, but rather the fact 
that wars, travel, and economic 
changes have become part of the folk- 
ways. A signicant, positive correlation 
was found between college conserva- 
tism and attitudes toward God.

Highlights Star Course 

A thought-provoking lecture was 
presented on January 4 in Seibert 
Hal] Chapel by Ernest A. Kehr, New 
York Herald-Tribune editor. Mr. 
Kehr, realising the impossibility of 
surveying the entire foreign policy 
of the United States, centered much 
of his lecture around the problems 
of Africa, the Near East, and the 
Ear East. A valuable portion of his 
speech was the description of how 
exploitation by European nations 
permits Communists to gain control 
of vital areas. Kehr emphatically 
pointed out that Egypt at present is 
the crucial spot; as this county goes, 
8 i goes all of Africa. 

Mr. Kehr attacked the foreign pol- 
icies of former presidents Woodrow 
Wilson and Franklin D. Roosevelt. 
After pointing to Stalin's superiority 
over Roosevelt at Yalta, he lauded 
the foreign policy of the Eisenhower 
administration. Ernest Kehr asserted 
with confidence that we have a presi- 
dent and a secretary of state of high 
scharacter. The lecture was con- 
cluded with the sound statement to 
the effect that not until nations fol- 
low the Golden Rule in world affairs 
can a secure peace be obtained. 

The lively question and answer 
period following the lecture proved 
that paucity of though in foreign af- 
fairs does not exist in the minds of 
faculty and students at Susquehan- 
na Unixersity. The excellent ques- 
tions represented a strong challenge 
to Mr. Kehr. 

The speaker often resorted to ex- 
cessive emotionalism instead of con- 
clusive facts. This circumstance evi- 
dent in the discussion of the possibi- 
lity of peaceful co-existence with 
Russia. Mr. Kehr strongly downed 
this theory but ga-e no alternative 
solution to the question. 

Mr. Kehr demonstrated ability in 
giving a concise definition of Com- 
munism, describing the "brains" in 
the Kremlin, comparing conditions 
in Africa with Southern and Central 
America, and reporting on interviews 
with Nagib and Nasser in Egypt. Ser- 
vice with the New York Herald Trib- 
une certainly has given Mr. Kehr 
much contact with world affairs.

Art Department 

Currently showing at Bogar Hall, 
Susquehanna University, is a most 
interesting exhibit of etchings by 
the late Frank P. Whiting of Coo- 
perstown, New York. This exhibi- 
tion was shown at the University 
Library seven years ago, and elicited 
a great deal of favorable coment at 
that time. Assistant Professor Ro- 
bert F. W. Meader was fortunate 
enough to obtain the exhibition from 
the artist's widow. 

Born in 1872, Frank P. Waiting 
was, during his lifetime, well known 
as an architect, who was associated 
for years with Ernest Flagg; among 
the buildings which Mr. Whiting de- 
signed alone or with Mr. Flagg were 
the Cororan Art Gallery in Wash- 
ington, St. Luke's Hospital and the 
Singer Building in New York City, 
and the U.S. Naval Academy at An- 
napolis. After leaving the Flagg 
firm Mr. Whiting went into business 
for himself, and was the designer 
and architect of many great man- 
sions and public buildings. During 
his retirement he turned again to his 
work in architectural renditions, but 
did these in the etching medium. 
Soon he was entirely engrossed in 
this activity, and developed such 
proficiency that he was elected a 
member of the Sbciety of American 
Etchers, exhibited in New York, and 
sold several plates to the Associated 
American Artists. He died in 1951. 

There are eight plates exhibited, 
one of which is included in an "edu- 
cational" section in which the artist 
illustrates most interestingly the 
process of making an etching. Six 
plates are in this part of the show, 
and give the six steps of the com- 
pleted work: the original pen-and- 
ink drawing; the tracing backed with 
red chalk; the copper plate with its 
varnish-like "ground", or surface, to 
which the tracing is transferred by 
means of the red chalk, and which 
wili iie ii.iiiK rsed in tue acid ekhing- 
bath; the preliminary print, or 
"proof;" the retouched plate; and the 
final print made from this plate. 

After the design has been traced 
on the dark, prepared ground of the

plate, the ai'tist goes over the lines 
with an etching needle which scratch- 
es through the ground to the naked 
metal sui face below. When placed in 
the acid bath the protected surface 
is not affected, but the scratched 
lines aie "bitten" by the acid and, 
when the print is made, are rilled 
with ink alter the remainder spread 
over the general surface has been 
wiped away. The print is pulled and 
examined to see where the plate 
needs to be improved by further 
shading, modeling.elc. This can be 
done by re-etching, but it is a very 
complicated and delicate process, and 
is seldom done. Usually the artist 
prefers to touch up his work in "dry- 
point," with the needle alone, 
scratching directly on the copper 
plate. In plate 5 of this section W2 
see such a plate; the etched lines 
are dark, but the retouched, dry- 
point lines are bright. Occasionally 
whole etchings are done originally 
and throughout in dry-point, which 
is prone to give a softer feeling. It 
should be observed that this retouch- 
ed plate is not the one from which 
the proof was pulled, nor the final 
print; the reason is that the real 
plate of the series was sold to the 
Associated American Artists, steel- 
faced, and used to produce the hun- 
dreds of fine prints sold by that or- 
ganization at very reasonable rates. 
Another plate has been substituted 
for the Rouen plate. 

Seen in this exhibition are two 
from a private collection, "Santa 
Prisca Cathedral, Taxco, Mexico," 
and "Firat Congregational Church, 
Middlebury, Vermont." Others are 
the famous "Chateau Amboise;" 
"Pioneer Street, Cooperstown;" "The 
Great Clock, Rouen," which forms 
part of the educational section and 
shows vividly the results of the skill- 
ful use of the dry-point needle; "Win- 
ter, Cooperstown," made from the 
artist's study window and done large- 
ly in dry-point; "Temple of Olympian 
Zeus, Athens," the print submitted 
to the Cociety of American Etchers 
for admission into that group; and 
"Architectural Symphony." This last 
is merely a study in architectural 
forms, a favorite exercise with such 
artists as Leonardo and Piranesi, and 
is not a picture of any one group of 
buildings. 

The exhibition will remain through 
January 29, and will be open to the 
public daily except Sunday from 8 
a.m. to 6 p.m., and on Saturdays from 
8 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

The sueeeding exhibition will fea- 
ture the work of Elizabeth Hitch- 
cock, a neighboring artist from 
I.ewisburg.

It would be so easy to write about 
the way we live if we could point 
to one person; one incident, or even 
one idea expressed so vividly and 
opportunely that we single it out 
as having had the greatest influence 
on our personal lives, or as having 
determined our way of life. Nothing 
so dramatic happens to most of us. 
Instead, a variety of people, events 
and ideas "happen" to us, often with- 
out our being aware of their influ- 
ences upon us. "What you are to be, 
you are now becoming," a college 
president used to say each year to 
the student body at his institution. 
The statement is true of each of us 
through most of our lives, although 
a friend of mine insists that the ma- 
ture person does not change as he 
grows older — he just becomes more 
so! The pattern of living which my 
own experiences, training and ob- 
servation have designed rests upon 
what seems to me to be a necessity 
in our world. 

This, the "raison d'etre," is love 
— love of self and love of fellowmen. 
By love of self I mean not vanity 
and conceit, but respect for one's 
own abilities and acceptance of one's 
own limitations. If one knows his 
own strengths and weaknesses, he 
can be more understanding toward 
those of others and love of fellow- 
men becomes easier. By this I mean 
love for friends, love for Americans, ' 
and love for all peoples. We must 
make ourselves remember that every 
nation is made up of flesh-and-blood 
people like ourselves and that each 
of those persons thinks and acts 
and reacts in much the same way 
that we do. We must respect each 
other's ways of speaking, doing and 
believing. W r e must love and un- 
derstand or we will never have a 
chance for peace in the world. I 
feel much as the poet (unknown to 
me) felt when he wrote "Soul Di- 
mensions." 

The world stands out on either 
side 

No wider than the heart is wide; 

Above the world is stretched the 
sky 

The heart can push the sea and 
land

Love for people brings the desire 
to serve and help. Lord Halifax 
said, "Service is the rent that we 
pay for our room on earth." Very 
few things in life bring the glow 
that comes from doing something 
worthwhile for someone else. Even 
very small children feel it and want 
to "help." Unfortunately, as the 
child grows into adulthood, he be- 
comes more selfish and too often 
closes his eyes to small opportunities 
for service. I think I cannot justify 
my existence if I do not help my 
fellowmen in anyway I can, wheth- 
er it be through experience, or judg- 
ment, or deed, and if I do not try 
to leave things better than I found 
them. 

Love for people also suggests the 
need for more courtesy in relation- 
ships with them. The word "thank 
you" is so rare today, and even rarer 
is "please." Many of the other lit- 
tle courtesies and niceties of life 
that used to make people feel friend- 
ly and warm toward each other have 
almost disappeared today. Real 
courtesy is not Emily Post, but tact 
and application of the Golden Rule. 
Was it Emerson who said that life 
is not so short but that there is al- 
ways time for courtesy? 

I have found that if I concentrate 
on love of others and on service to 
them in my work and out of it when 
possible, personal happiness takes 
care of itself. It is an outgrowth; it 
does not result from selfishness nor 
from the frantic search which some 
people make for it. 
"God grant me the serenity 

To accept the things I cannot 
change; 

Courage to change the things 1 
can, 

And wisdom to know the 
difference." 

That is the way I try to live.

Every student would like to have 
some hot tips on the questions the 
professors are going to ask in these 
final exams. I am sorry that we are 
unable to give you the questions or 
better yet, th$ answers, but we can 
give you the following HOT TIPS. 
These hot tips wil give you a passing 
grade if you use them constantly. 

Here are three tips to use in pre- 
paring for the exam. 

1. Adequate daily preparation of 
each lesson with constant reviews is 
the best way to get ready for tests. 
The student who has to "cram" and 
then stays up late getting ready for 
a test simply shows that he hasn't 
used properly his time in daily les- 
son preparation. 

2. Give special attention to phases 
of the subject in which you know you 
are weak. It is a good thing to have 
a final hurried review just before 
the examination period. 

3. Find out from the teacher the 
nature of the test and the ground 
to be covered. This will enable you 
to know better just what to expect. 

The big test is here. Use these five 
tips in taking the exam. 

1. Read all the questions over 
before answering any of them. Deal 
with the easiest questions first in 
order to "warm up." 

2. Distribute your time propor- 
tionately between questions. 

3. Do not take it for granted that 
your inadequate answers will be suf- 
ficient to let the teacher know what 
you mean. He is grading your paper 
and not your mind. He can grade 
only what you write. 

4. Before handing in your paper, 
check it over to make sure you have 
answered all the question and that 
the answers are just the way you

3. Hard study is aided by observ- 
ing the proper length and the dis- 
tribution of the study periods. Long 
periods of study should be broken 
up into half-hour periods of work 
with ten minute rest periods in be- 
tween them.

< rick Brush, who endowed the Sus- 
quehanna University Press and who 
has written many books about the 
Susquehanna. These are listed by 
Carl Carmer in the bibliography. Sev- 

< ral chapters in the book are headed 
by poetry written by Dr. Brush and 
previously published by the Susquc- 
quehanna University Press. 

Other members of the university 
family to be singled out for special 
mention include Dr. Arthur Herman 
Wilson, professor of English, with 
quotations from an article of his on 
the Pantisoeracy. This article ap- 
peared in the "Proceedings of the 
Northumberland County Historical 
Society." 

Dr. George F. Dunkelberger, pro- 
fessor emeritus of education, is cited 
in the bibliography for his history 
of Snyder County. And Dr. William 
A. Russ, Jr., professor of history, 
appears in the section on acknow- 
edgments, along with Dr. Wilson, for 
the aid which both men contributed 
to Carl Carmer as he was gathering 
material for his book. 

Eleven years ago, Susquehanna 
University conferred upon Carl Car- 
mer the honorary degree of doctor 
of letters at the time when he be- 
gan his work upon the book.

Last Wednesday evening the cam 
pus was offered an unusual oppor- 
tunity with the appearance in Sei- 
bert auditorium of the Touring Plaj 

ars from the American National 
Theater Association, in a perform- 
ance of Shakespeare's The Winter 
Tale". The opportunity was ind< ed 
unusual because this particular play 

is seldom given today, even in the 
repertoire of the Sfcratford-on-Avon 

players. 

The play itself is not one of Shake- 
speare's best. It Ul one of his four 
final dramas, coming at a time when 

he was fairly well written out, and 
represents one of his attempts to 
write the new kind of popular play, 

the tragicomedy, introduced by Beau- 
mont and Fletcher. The other three 
attempts were Pericles, Cymbeline. 
and The Tempest. As a play The 
Winter's Tale leaves much to be de- 
sired because it starts out as a trag-

a heartening sight to see, in these 
mad-rushing days, that the students 
of Susquehanna University actually 
jammed the auditorium in order to 
see a play by Shakespeare. In num- 
bers the men were not outdone by 
the women, a fact which is again 
a very healthy sign for genuine artis- 
tic interest on the campus. 

Part Two of the play was excellent- 
ly done, with real liveliness and act- 
ing that approached first quality. 
When the final curtain was drawn, 
the players received half a dozen 
ovation, probably somewhat to their 
surprise. Margaret Campbell, a ma- 
tured actress, stole the play away 
from the youngsters. She was Paul- 
ina in Part One and the stupid and 
clownish female, in Part Two, finally 
robbed of her purse by Autalycus. 
Some felt that in Part One Paulina 
allowed her voice to be as harsh and 
shrewish as that of a fishwife, when 
she was essaying her neat dramatic 
scene of accusation against Leontes, 
but that at the end of the play she 
was truly excellent, with a well 
placed and modulated voice, particu- 
larly in the recognition scene where 
the statue is revealed as the living 
Heimione. 

Roger Starr was much too young 
for the role of Leontes. Makeup and 
a beard would have helped his ap- 
pearance. He acted well, but the part 
should never have been his. Some of 
us could not help thinking how effect- 
ively the role could have been played 
by our own Clyde Kauffman. It is 
oblivous that The Winter's Tale was 
an actor's play, and the actor was 
meant to be Leontes. Clyde could 
have given the part real nuances, 
leal subleties, and shades of mean- 
ing. Young Starr could not manage 
io bring it off, Rood as he was.

Carl Cramer has in The Susque- 
hanna recreated all of the rich and 
colorful past, the amazing folk lore, 
and the majestic beauty which has 

made the Susquehanna one of the 

great, rivers of America. From the 
river's source in New York to the 
Chesapeake Bay in Maryland he has 
traced the river through three cent 
uries of dramatic and humorous 
events more exciting than fiction. 
Event after event tell of Indian up- 
risings and massacres, of rugged men 
who tried to carve homes out of a 
wilderness, and of the men and wo- 
men who by their lives have added 
to the pagentry of the Susquehanna. 
The Susquehanna is a story not of 
a river but of the people who lived on 
it. Its chapters are relatively un- 
connected, and any one of them may 
be p a ssed by without notice. The chap- 
ters reek with horrid deaths and un- 
usual Individuals; thus, the book be- 
comes one which should be r< ad 
in small doses and at leisure.

necticut settlers fought three wars, 

the Pennysmiths, against the Penn- 
■ylvanlana for the possession of the 

Wyoming Valley. Iroquois Indians had 
caused a horrible slaughter in 177S 
at Wyoming, but this had only led to 
their distinction by the "Sullivan E\ 

pedition" a year later. The wars are 
filled with grotesque details so ter- 
rible as to be unbelievable to the 
leader.

Conviction more than circumstances 
of birth, I like to presume, has made 
me both a Christian and a Lutheran. 
And when I think then about life, or 
the world, its problems and privi- 
leges, I sick the solutions of any per- 
plexities in this religious framework.

That 
message is found in the Bibical story 
of man's sin and God's grace. The 
central figure is that of Jesus Christ, 
and the liberating spirit that is found 
in his message makes me then a 
libel al as well as a conservative Luth- 
eran Christian. For there is some- 
thing about the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
that frees the bondage of laws and 
regulations which take into captivity 
a man's life and conscience. Though 
the spirit of the Christian gospel 
frees me, yet in this freedom 1 must 
always be reminded that I have a 
tesponsibility to my fellow men when- 
ever they are.

"Sun-Up" by N. RICHARDS 
Laughter, tears and applause show- 
ed the gratitude of an enthusias- 
tic audience who once again was cap- 
tivated by the production of the Sus- 
quehanna Players, From the stand- 
point of direction, Mr. Axel Klein- 
sorg, as usual, is to be commended 
for his outstanding interpretation of 
I.ula Vollmor's three-act play. Few 
people realise the responsibility 
placed upon a director; he could be 
compared to a foreman of a large 
industrial plant whose responsibil- 
ity it is to keep all machinery and 
workers in unison so that the end 
result is a successful product. 

The scene of this play is in the 
mountains of Western North Caro- 
lina near Ashville. One did not need 
a play program to know that the 
setting was a mountain cabin. Prom 
the moment the curtain opened you 
feel that you are with the characters 
in the cabin. Walls of unpainted wood 
and crude furniture tell of the dire 
poverty of the Cagle family. This is 
realism at its peak. Bacon frying in 
the cabin fireplace brings the viewers 
closer to the family; we not only hear 
bacon sizzling, but its delicious aroma 
drifts through the theatre. The seas- 
ons of the year were easily depicted 
as soon as the cabin door was opened 
— snow and grass were used to change 
the seasons. Edward Oestreich's auth- 
enticity gives one the impression that 
he had spent some time in the home 
of the mountain people. The story 
calls for a change from day to night, 
and a summer sky to a winter sky; 
the lighting left no question about 
the season or hour. 

Without a playbill we never would i 
have known that the old Widow Cagle 
was Mary Ann blingaman. Mary Ann 
lived her part and therefore held the 
audience in complete attention. She 
was the perfect steroytpe of a moun- 
tain woman.

Djnirshid (Jack) Ghatan recently 
had the honor of meeting and talking 
with the Shah and Queen of Iran at 
a reception held in New York. 

Jack, a native of Iran, attended the 
reception which was planned for all 
Iranian residents of the New York 
area by order of the Shah. He met 
the royal couple and talked privately 
with the Shah and his queen for sev- 
eral minutes. 

During thir conversation the Shah 
discussed with Jack modem medical 
practices in the United Slates, telling 
the young student that he was im- 
pressed with medical techniques here. 

The ruler later gave a 45 minute 
Dublic address on his policy concern- 
ing this country's International re- 
lations.

US Marine Corps Offers 
Commissions to Women 

Captain E. H. Utley, the Marine 
Corps Officer Procurement Officer, 
will be at Susquehanna University on 

Wednesday, .March 9, 11)55, to discuss 
opportunities for students to earn a 
commission as a second lieutenant in 
the U. S. .Marine Corps. Captain Utley 
will also complete enrollments of 
those students who expressed inter- 
est during his first visit. Captain 
Utley will he located at Bogar 9 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. 

The .Marine Corps offers two of- 
ficers training programs to students 
here at Susquehanna University. Seni- 
ors may be eligible for the Officer 
Candidate Course, and freshmen, 
sophomores, and juniors may be elig- 
ible for the Platoon Leaders Class. 

Neither of these programs require 
specialized studies or drills during the 
school term. Training for members of 
the Platoon Leaders Class takes place 
during each of two summers. Dur- 
ing the training, members receive 
S140 to SI 80, plus food, uniforms, 
medical rare, and transportation to 
and from the training camp located 
at Marine Corps Schools, Quantico, 
Virginia. Enrollees receive commis- 
sions as second lieutenants in the Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve ofter they have 
graduated from college. Under Se- 
lective Service Law, a member of the 
Platoon Leaders Class is deferred 
from induction until after graduation. 

Seniors who enter the Officer Can- 
didate Course are ordered to active 
duty after graduation and become 
second lieutenants upon successful 
completion of ten weeks of officer 
training at Marine Corps Schools, 
Quantico, Virginia. Following this, 
the commissioned officer attends a 
five month long advanced basic school 
for further training. 

Newly commissioned second lieu- 
tenants from both Platoon Leaders 
Class and Officer Candidate Course 
may apply for further specialized 
training in a variety of fields, in- 
cluding artillery, tanks, armored ve- 
hicle, supply, communications, dis- 
bursing and flight training.

Recently I was reading a new edit- 
ion of The Journals of Lewis and

excerpts from the life of Dan'l 
Schnickelberger among the Patty- 
poot Indians, taken from his journals 
which appeared in Lost America.

Broke camp early — heard tappin' on 
tree like a woodpecker trying to peck 
thru a watersoked yew tree — found 
out t'was a Pattypoot brave hanging 
a sign about an Indian Moosebake — 
said. "How." He said, "How" We 
said "How." And he motioned up the 
trail.

Faddled my berch bark thru the 
winding raveens — shot a platipotus 
and skint it fer B terbaccy pootch— 
headed fer the Moosebake — fleas and 
skeeters et me most up — cussed con- 
siderable — rained all day — couldent 
start a fire — so et raw platipotus. 
.In '27/1781 

Got Lost, but heard the Pattypot 
brave hangin signs fer the Moosebake

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Is the Laundry System a Success - 
Or a Failure? It's All Up to You 

Do you use the washing machines in the laundry? If you 
do, this editorial is written for you! 

There have been many complaints saying that the system 
is not set up right, that the school should purchase another 
machine, and that students do not sign up for the machines. 
Last year there were no such complaints. What has happened 
this year? 

If every person would do his part to use the machines 
according to the regulations, all this trouble could be cleared 
up. The Laundromats are to be used in the mornings by the 
men students one week and by the women students the next 
week. The afternoon schedule is set up in a like manner. The 
machines are regulated and a schedule has been made in such 
a way that there should be no dryer problem. The one washer 
set to start at 7 A. M.; the other is set to start at 7:30. 
if students sign up to use them so that one machine begins on 
the hour and one on the half hour, the problem of "who will 
use the dryer?" will be solved. 

The main difficulty seems to be traced back to signing up. 
Everyone must sign the paper if the system is to be successful, 
and only one person should sign for a machine at a specific 
time. 

This service is for the students, and the responsibility for 
making it run smoothly also belongs to the students.

SORORITY FACTS 

Alpha Delta Pi 

The. girls on the SusqueVr.mria Uni- 
versity Campus wlio wear the "blue 
and white" are proud to belong to 
the oldest secret sorority for college 
women— Alpha Delta Pi. Through its 
years of growth and achievement 
ADl'i has upheld the highest values, 
and its members have never forgotten 

the ideals which prompted its early 

founding. 

The story of Alpha Delta Pi began 
at Wesleyan College, Macon, Georgia, 
on May 15, 1851, when a group of 
girls led by Eugenia Tucker decided 
to Conn a secret sisterhood topxomote 
higher ideals at the college. The girls 
established the open motto, "We live 
for each other.", which has come down 
through the years unchanged. 

For many years Wesleyan was the 
only school to which Southern girls 
could go for a higher education, and 
as the college enrollment grew, the 
Adolphean Society, as the secret sis- 
terhood was called, gained strength 
and became firmly established. Even 
the rumbling guns of the Civil War 
and the march of Sherman through 
Georgia did not shake the Adolphean 
Society from its foundation, 

In 11*04, the Adolphean Society he- 
came known nationally as Alpha Del- 
ta Phi, later modified to Alpha Del- 
ta Pi. Two years after nationalizat- 
ion, chapters began to grow through- 
out the South. The first northern 
chapter appeared at Lawrence Col- 
lege, Wisconsin, in 1008. It was not 
long before Alpha Delta Pi reached 
from coast to coast and extended her 
influence internationally. Today, hav- 
ing celebrated the one hundred and 
fourth anniversary of its founding, 
Alpha Delta Pi claims 8-". active chap- 
ters, more than 180 alumnirc as- 
sociations, and a total membership of 
more than 3fi,000. 

Gamma Omieron, the local chapter 
at Susquehanna, was established on 
April 29, l'.». r >0, as the first national 
sorority on campus. It had been 
known as a local sorority, Omepra Del- 
ta Sigma, prior to its affiliation with 
Alpha Delta Pi. Here on campus Gam- 
ma Omieron organized the first Inter- 
Fraternity-Sorority Sing and claimed 
the first president of Panhellonic 
Council. The local chapter works in 
close contact with the Selinsgrove 
ADPi Alumnae Association and the 
local patronesses. In their activities 
on campus and in their associations 
together, the members of ADPi strive 
to attain high ideals and the open 
motto, "We live for each other and 
for Alpha Delta Pi", that were es- 
tablished by the founder many years 
ago.

Ralph Read Displays 
Oils in Bogar Hall 

Currently on exhibition at Bogar i 
Hall, Susquehanna University, is a 
collection of 10 oil paintings by the 
widely-travelled artist Ralph Read. 
The exhibition is open daily from 8 
a.m. to 5 p. m. except Sundays, and 
may be seen until Saturday, April 9. 

Mr. Read travels much of the time, 
being currently in Morocco, although 
he trie* to spend as much of the sum- 
mer a? possible at his farm in Kill- 
ingworth, Connectieut. He was born 
in New Haven, in that state, and, 
after trying vainly to interest him- 
self in the family grocery business, 
he gave it up for the life of an artist. 
He is a member of the Essex Art As- 
sociation and wins frequent prizes in 
many exhibitions. 

The oils depict mostly scenes in Al- 
geria, Morocco, Tunisia, and the Car- 
ibbean, but with a few of Mr. Read's 
native New England thrown by way 
of variety. His work is outstanding 
for its solid painting and for its forth- 
right, simple, and direct technique. 
He uses color both lavishly and cor- 
ageously, with the result that his 
pictures sparkle and live. Algerian 
street scenes, the exotic red-abode 
castle perched upon a hill with the 
snow-covered Atlas Mountains rising 
majestically behind, and a pillared 
New England meetinghouse resting 
comfortably in the luminous shade of 
a maple with its brilliant yellow fall 
foliage — all these different locales 
show the skill and versatility of the 
artist and his eye for catching the es- 
entials of a scene with a minimum of 
effort. 

Mr. Read's works makes a worthy 
addition to the constantly-growing 
roster of excellent artists whose pic- 
tures have, in the past eight years, 
appeared on the University campus. 

From April 17 to May 15 Susque- 
hanna will have the pleasure of ex- 
hibiting for the third consecutive year 
the work of Mrs. Hilda Karniol, dis- 
tinguished Sunbury artist, whose 
work is drawing ever-wider attention.
